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I was asked recently what I thought 
was the worst mistake middle-aged 
women could make in the clothes 
they wore.

Sole woman CEO to quit

S ir Keith Joseph %vas once heard to remark that 
the most effective antidote to political indoc- 
trination was more political education. 
Though this has now to he set against the 
Secretory of Slate’s more recently expressed views 
on the contents of the history and physics syllabuses, 
there is no reason to believe that he has modified his 
eminently sane position on political education per 


This makes it all the more surprising that rhe Intest 
storm (School to Work, page 15) about that delicate 
indoctrination/education divide, which has arisen ri 
propos the content of Youth Training Scheme 
off- the- job courses, should apparently have fol- 
lowed discussions he tween Education and Employ- 
ment ministers. 

Without (hat information (in a note to members of 
the Youth Training Board accompanying the draft 
statement from Mr Peter Morrison; Minister of 
State at the Department of Employment), it would 
have been easy to assume that once again Lhe 
Manpower Services Commission was trampling all 
over the DES side of the cducation/t raining part- 
nership supposedly embodied in the Youth Training 
Scheme. 

The controversy centres on the section of the 
directive which lays down that “matters related to 
the organization and functioning of society should 
be excluded unless they are relevant to trainees* 
work experience". 

The immediate agonized response from some 
providers - that 1 his would rule out much of the 
content of standard life and social skills materials - 
might have been dismissed as over-reaction if Mr 
Morrison had not followed up his directive by 
asserting in a BBC radio interview that the YTS is 1 
"Hboul training and it’s about work experience, it’s , 
not about politics. . . . The fact of the matter is that I 
taxpayers’ money, and quite rightly in niy view, has 
never been involved in party politics". 

The impression this cannot fail to give is that Mr 
Morrison has overlooked the essential role of 
education in the programmes provided for young 
school-leavers making the transition to work, that - 
as Mr Donny O'Rourke of the British Youth 
Council suggested in the same programme - he is 
indeed in danger of confusing political indoctrina-

linn and political education, and that he was himself 
over-reacting to “not very many*’ complaints. 

Ever since the Task Group drew up the proposals 
for the YTS, which the Government adopted, it has 
been accepted that the all-round development of the 
young person should be an essential component, and 
that skills should be developed to meet their own 
needs and not just those of the employers. 

Courses based on the belief! that you can't educate 
16-year-olds without discussing the real world have 
accordingly been planned in FE colleges up and 
down the country, approved by MSC area boards 
and put into operation. Some make use of mntcriuls 
and guidelines provided by employer organizations, 
many nre based on packs produced by the British 
Youth Council which hnve been approved by both 
HMI and the DES. 

Examples of these seen in this office (some of 
which are quoted on the School to Work page) show 
them to be admirably balanced attempts to provide 
the facts and arguments which will help young 
people to make up their own minds on everyday 
issues, and the ways they are likely to be affected by 
them. 

They seem to be wholly in line with the aims set 
out by the Further Education Unit in its advice on 
Supporting YTS : “to provide a basic on which the 


young person acquires a .set ul tin mil values 
applicable to issues in contcmpiiruiy .society"; m tor 
example, “to bring about sufticient political and 
economic literacy to umlci stand the social ciiviimi- 
ment and participate in it.” 

That would appear to he compatible with the 
direction in which IIMI, ami indeed Sir Keith 
himself, have sought In influence (he school curricu- 
lum. But, it Mr Morrison has his way. such political 
and economic lileiacy will be specifically excluded 
from the supposed educational component of off- 
the-job training us irrelevant in a tiers related to 
the organization and functioning of society. 

As the full meaning of ibis interpretation sinks in. 
it is little wonder that employers and local author- 
ities nre joining the voluntary organizations in their 
opposition to what amounts to a Department of 
Employment diktat. 

Objections arise both in principle and practice. 
After the problems of interpretation come the 
difficulties of enforcement. How many inspectors 
will be needed to make sure that colleges have fallen 
into line? Will they be sent by the DES or the DE? 
Will some courses drop everything that might be 
slightly dodgy, just in case? Or will Mr Norman 
Tebbit go public on the word of some interested 
informer, as he has been known to do on educational 
issues in the past? 

As to principle, Mr Morrison is not only making 
that facile but mistaken assumption that 16-ycar- 
olds can’t spot indoctrination when they sec it. but 
seriously impugning the professional integrity and 
competence of FE lecturers. And. although it might 
he argued that the necessary political and social 
literacy should have been provided in school, this is 
still so far from universal (bat it is all the more 
important that the least advantaged of our teen- 
agers, who are leaving school at 16. should have the 
chance to continue their education in areas where it 
has been neglected. 

If Mr Peter Morrison is not persuaded by the 
Manpower Services Commissioners, the Youth 
Training Board, or closer acquaintance with the 
courses, to modify his impulsive diioctivc, the 
pressure will yet again be on Sir Keith Joseph to 
reassert the educational side of the partnership on 
trnining.

The cost of

The modifications to Kent's open 
enrolment scheme (page 3) suggest 
that one of the most worthwhile 
features of the experiment has been its 
demonstration that market forces 
really cannot be applied quite as easily 
to choice of school as to soap powder. 

The complex interrelationship oi 
quality with quantity is an altogether 
subtler matter when it comes to 
education, as some of us had sug- 
gested, that it is ill privatization 
exercises which can safely be shaped ! 
by the cold wind of competition. I 
More, for example, may be incom- 
patible with good. And it could be 
quite unacceptable to dismiss “Less" as 
tough luck, but the due reward for 
poor performance, if the net result of 
that is failure to provide adequate 
education in the terms of the 19*14 Act. 

Although the official gloss pm out 
by the chief education officer and the 
education committee chairman cites 
cost os the main reason for discon- 
tinuing the supply of mobile class- 
rooms and extra teachers to meet the 
demand at popular schools, the views 
of parents are likely- to have been at 
least as important a factor. . 

- It doesn’t much matter whether you 
' label the scheme vouchers, Or open 
enrolment, or. parental choice. Ex- 


The next step in that chain is likely 
to be that either the head and gov- 
ernors call a halt, or the school in 
question ceases to be the popular 
choice. The mobile classrooms and 
teachers have to be moved on again. 
No wonder Kent is worrying about the 
cost as well, no doubt, as educational 
considerations. 


These considerations apply, of 
course, to both popular and unpopu- 
lar schools, if more than political 
lip-service is to be paid to parental 
choice. Where in the one case the 
consequence is likely to be overcrowd- 
ing and hasty impTOvization, in the 
other it will almost certainly mean 
subjects lost from the curriculum and 
a general lowering of morale for 
several years before a school’s run- 
down leads to closure. 



Kent has quite rightly drawn back 
from the logic of that course, for there 
ought to be no question of some 
children's education suffering over a 
period of years in deference to uncon- . 
trailed market forces. Kent l.c.a. has 
a dnty to all its children, as indeed 
does Solihull, which.is noiy proposing 
to make good deficiencies in some 
schools by providing alternatives for a 
minority of children, rather than im- 
proving standards for all. 


It has rapidly become clear that (he 
publication of HMI reports is often as 
revealing about the effects of local 
authority policies as about the work- 
ings of schools and colleges. So far the 
most glaring policy weaknesses have - 
perhaps not surprisingly -been shown 
up where there is confused provision 
for 16 to 19-year-olds. This week’s 
report on Esher College. Surrey (page 
14) is a prime example. 

Parents and 16-year-olds in and 
around Esher have an enviable choice 
of institutions to pick from. As well as 
three local further education colleges 
- two in Surrey and one just over the 
border in Kingston - there is the sixth 
form of an 11 to 18 school down the 
road at Walton on Thames, and gram- 
mar school sixth-forms in Kingston. 

There is also a good bit of coming 
and going between stale and indepen- 
dent schools i 

The report on EsheT College shows 
the price of all this choice. Surrey, in 
spite of cuts in recent years, is not a 
notably mean authority: its estimated 
spending on secondary pupils this year 
is near the top of the counties league 
and compares well with some city 
authorities. But half-hearted and irra- 
tional provision at 16-plus means 
wasteful duplication of resources, and 
the HMI report is a catalogue of ways 
in which Surrey has failed to support a 
well-run and thriving institution. 


The HMI report, now eight months 
out of date, iloes not reveal all the 
troubles of the college. Alter expand- 
ing the staff in 1 98 1-2, it was suddenly 
asked to cut four teachers lute last 
term. The cut whs followed by the 
biggest ever intake nr students this 
mouth: 5U more than last year. The 
Inspectorate’s demand lor “realisin'' 
in local authority policy, to minimize 
the damaging effects of fluctuating 
numbers, is well placed. 

Clearly, morale tit Esher College is 
currently high enough to stand such 
trials. But the cost in terms of teacher 
time and frustration of all the fund- 
raising, do-it-yourself manual work, 
juggling of courses and stuff, must tell 
sooner or later on the quality of 
provision. 

The logic of this HMI report, and of 
earlier ones (for example on Widnes 
sixth-form college and on provision 
for 16 to 19s in Reddilch) points 
clearly to tertiary colleges ns the best, 
least wasteful, provision at 16 to 19.

The death of a 17-yenr old YTS 
trainee at an outdoor activities centre 


in Cumbria has sparked concern over 
safety standards tor school-leavers on 
outdoor education courses. 

Dhvid Brookes, from Killingworth, 
North Tyneside, died after fnlling 


down a 60-foot mine shaft near High 
Plains Outdoor Centre. Cumbria. He 


was on a supervised visit to the mine as 


part of a five-day "character-building" 
residential YTS course. 

Tliis week North Tyne Area Man- 
power Board of the MSC suspended 
all courses at outdoor centres orga- 
nised by local YTS managing agents, 
until (he centres have been inspected 
and approved by Area Manpower 
Board agents. 

Mr Stephen Byers, North Tyneside 
education committee chairman, called 
for an inquiry. He said: “I hope wc 
shall be calling on the Manpower 


Services Commission to set up a 
national register of approved outdoor 


national register of approved outdoor 
education centres. At the moment 
there is no regulation of centres ul 
all." 

Concern over safety standards at 
outdoor centres - many of which run 
courses in potentially dangerous acti- 
vities like rock climbing and caving - 
stems from the fact that there is no 
single recognised safety inspectorate. 

Centres run by local education 
authorities, including those run by 
schools and colleges, arc subject lo 
inspection. But privately run. com- 
mercial or voluntary-sector activity 
centres do not have to meet any safety 
requirements laid down by statute, 
local authority, or government de- 
partment. 

With thousands of YTS trainees 
soon to be sent on outdoor education 
courses, the likelihood is that many 
will have to be found places in centres 
which have not received HMI or locnl 
authority inspection, because the 
number of centres run by the educa- 
tion service has not kept pace with 
demand. 

Mr Byers, who is a member of the 
North Tyne Area Manpower Board, 
said: “We know that a number of 


centres have sprung up overnight in 
response to YTS. We want to be able 


to assure all the parents who have 
youngsters on YTS schemes that they 
will be in safe hands." 

Over the past few years, the number 
of outdoor activity centres in Britain 


has mushroomed. According to the 
most recent figures in 1980, 364 were

T he findings of the Project on the 
Selection of Secondary Heads 
fPOST) were published soon 
after the announcement that 
Government funds would be allocated 
for training heads mul other senior 
staff. In his speech to the Council of 
Local Education Authorities Confer- 
ence in July, the Education Secretary 
expressed the hope that the POST 
project will focus attention un the 
importance of tlu* headteacher's role 
and the need (■» make selection proce- 
dures for he ails as rigorous and reli- 
able as possible. 

t am not seeking to argue that only 
heads are tinder inci eased pressure. I 
am only ton well aware of the very 
considerable pressures now fell by 
chief education officers. However, 
there can he no doubt that the head's 
role lias undergone a fundamental 
change in a relatively short period of 
time. 

This role has always been critical in 
terms of establishing (he ethos ot the 
school and its standards, whether they 
be academic or pastoral, hut there are 
still too many people, inside and 
outside the education service, who do 
not appreciate fully the mil lire of the 
change. - Accordingly, it is essential 
that wc avoid falling into the trap uf 
debating the POS'l project and the 
method by which we train our heads 
and senior staff on the basis uf simplis- 
tic concepts such us “the head makes 
or breaks a school". 

We all know that a head sets the 
tone and standards of the school and 
that, to quote Sir Keith Joseph, "the 
job is demanding and often lonely, 
and one that requires rare qualities of

resourcefulness, tael, vision, dedica- 
tion and stamina". This does not. 
however, start to explain why heads 
feel that they are so often “ under fire" 
and why, for instance, more heads 
than ever are seeking early retire- 
ment. 

Many wards have been written 
about accountability, but for heads, 
accountability flows quite simply from 
the fnel that the head is responsible for 
the internal organization, manage- 
ment and discipline of the school. 
Even if one could legitimately argue 
that the responsibility lies elsewhere, 
the very nature of headship will mean 
that, in the eyes of the public, the head 
is indeed responsible. 

1 believe that the origins of the 

E resent pressures go back 1(1 years, 
et us lake as an example the intro- 
I duction of industrial relations Icgisla- 
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tion which threw into sharp focus the 
role of management. Grievance pro- 
cedures were introduced and both 
teaching and non-teaching staff quite 
legitimately sought the help of their 
unions in these and other procedures. 
Heads had io learn how to respond not 
only os people who might be on the 
receiving end of grievances but ns 
managers of complex institutions. 
They had to cope with the consequ- 
ences of well-defined disciplinary pro- 
cedures as well as anti-discrimination 
legislation. 

Falling rolls linve also profoundly 
affected schools. Heads nave been 
closely involved in redeployment oro- 
ccdu res and the combination of fulling 
rolls and pressures on l.c.a. resources 
have imposed much heavier teaching 
burdens on many heads and have cut 
into the time available to give curricu- 
lar leadership and development. Fall- 
ing rolls have also given real impetus 
to the exercise of parental preference 
combined with increased information 
flowing to pnrenis under the J980 


Education Act. 

These (jlianges occurred at the same 
time as a more direct governor und 
political involvement in schools. The 
role of the governing body has been 
highlighted oy the changes brought 
about by the iy80 Education Act. 
Training schemes for governors, 
whilst welcome, do not always encour- 
age an acceptance of the proper 
balance of power that should exist 
between the governing body mid the 
head. 

The tendency for politicians to 
become more directly involved in the 
administration of education- and in the 
running of schools has gathered pace. 
When taken to extremes, this involve- 
ment can lend to a quite unacceptable 
increase in demanas for information, 
for responses to reviews and evalua- 
tions, to a proliferation of surveys and 
to downright interference in the 
head's area of responsibility. 

Some commentators hold the view 
that the head is no longer a teacher but 
a manager. That may be true in a 


number of the larger institutions hut 
the irony is (hat many heads arc nut 
only being expected to undertake a 
mure onerous management role hut 
ure being required to incicusc their 
teaching commitment. 

Pressures on resources have high- 
lighted the rule of the head as a 
"facilitator" and have pul a premium 
on the skill that goes with the wise use 
of rcsoiu ecs, including, above all, 
staffing at a time of scarcity. The 
morale of the teaching profession is at 
a fairly low ebb, whethci it be as a 
result of resources or lack of ptoino 
tion prospects and the need for heads 
to establish nil ethos which encuiii ages 
good relationships is greater than 
ever. 

Heads are, I believe, classic exam- 
ples of senior management who have 
responsibility without power. L.e.a.s 
have been too often guilty of imposing 
restraints und of shying away from 
vesting effective and responsible deci- 
sion-making at school level. This 
lends to make heads cynical about 



Plight of the teenage mothers 


Tens of thousands of unplanned 
schoolgirl pregnancies could be 
avoided by improving education ab- 
out birth control, according to a new 
report on the problems of teenage 
motherhood. 

Better contraceptive education is 
one of the main recommendations of 
the report, which says that a signifi- 
cant number of girls use contraception 
but give it up. even though they do not 
wish to .become pregnant. 

in one study of 90 teenage mothers, 
41 had either given up using con- 
traception or were using it erratically. 
Of these. 25 reported that they had 
been taking the pill but had given it up 
for a variety of reasons. Fourteen girls 
said they used other methods at times. 

It is this group of "experienced 
conlraceptors* that couldbpnefit par- 
ticularly from - improved education

About two-thirds of teenage preg- 
nancies are unplanned - 40,000 
births in 1980. In addition, about 
36,000 abortions a year involve teena- 
gers.

However this is still well below the 
1971 peak when 82,641 babies were 
bom to girls between IS and 19.

Last-minute 
hitch hits 
Liverpool 

The cud lo years of deadlock over 
Liverpool's secondary school reorga- 
nization. recognized as top priority py 
the Government, could face problems 
after detailed pi tins for school closures 
were published this week. 

Because of the crisis in the city's 
schools, the plans were lo go straight 
to the lull council next month after an 
education committee meeting this 
week. But at the meeting teachers’ 
and church representatives argued 
that this would prevent them ns co- 
opted members from having a say on 
the proposals after consultations in 
the coming weeks. By joining forces 
with Conservative and Liberal coun- 
sellors the co-opted members, who 
make up a quarter of the committee, 
forced the chairman, Mr Dominic 
Brady, to call a special education 
committee before the plan goes to the 
full council. 

Though the main principles of the 
proposal were published soon after 
Labour took control of the city in 
May. (he implications for individual 
schools - its most controversial ele- 
ment -were only published this week. 

Because the city already has over 
7 .(Hill surplus secondary places, and 
numbers arc continuing to fall, the 
plan proposes cutting Inc number of 
schools from 25 to 16. 

All existing county schools includ- 
ing II single sex schools and two 
grammar schools would close and be 
replaced by 16 neighbourhood co- 
educational comprehensive*, with six 
form entry, and ultimately 906 places 
for 11 to 16 year olds. 

All schools would have an open 
sixth-form with a minimum nf 80 
pupils.

The pupil -teacher ratio improved in 
both primary nnd secondary schools in 
England last year m spite Ufa total loss 
of 5,401 1 teachers' jobs, according to 
new figures from the Department of 
Education. 

The official statistics contrast with 
widely held ferns that spending cuts 
have resulted in a deterioration In the 
pupil-teacher ratio. They show that 
the decline in the number of teaching

For the first time DES statisticians 
attempt to give a more accurate 
measure of vacancies and shortages in 
individual subjects titan simple totals.

pupil numbers on which government 
spending plans are based. 

Most of the improvement in the 
ratio was in primary and nursery 
schools where it fell from 21.0 to 21.1. 
In secondaries il eased from 16 id 
15.9. lending lu an overall reduction 
from IS. 5 to 18.1. 

Between January 1982 and January 
1983 the number of teachers’ jobs in 
England declined by 5.400. compnred 
with a reduction of about 9,000 in each 
of the two preceding years. About 8 
out of 10 jobs losses were in primary 
schools, and were most marked in 
metropolitan districts. . 

The figures also reveal that there 
were slightly more opportunities for 
newlv qualified teachers last year. The 
number obtaining their first post in En- 
glish and Welsh schools rose from 
8.800to9,I00, unlop of whicha further 
2.100 teachers, who had qualified in 
earlier years, took up their first 
teaching job. 

Vacancies for full-time teachers 

t enerally also increased last year - by 
per cent - after a drop of 37 per cent 
from 1980 and 1981, and 17 per cent 
between 1981 and 1982. 

The change was almost wholly 
accounted for by a rise in vacancies for

Downgrading fears dismissed 



Fears among local authority inspec- 
tors and advisers that they will be 
downgraded ns junior partners of Her 
Majesty's Inspectorate were dismis- 
sed at the NAIEA conference last 
week. 

Concern has been most ' recently 
voiced by Mr John Pearce, senior 
adviser for Cambridge. Writing in 
Education he urged l.e.a.s to clarify 
the role of their inspectors and advis- 
ers and to define the extent to which 
they should concentrate on taking 
corrective action in schools as n result 
of critical HMJ reports or central 
initiatives calling on authorities to 
weed out unsatisfactory teachers. 

"The room for manoeuvre that 
l.e.a.s used to have in finding accept- 
able berths of unsatisfactory teachers 
or heads has long disappeared, and 
inspectors will be more and more 
involved, either remedially or in a 
disciplinary way," he said. 

Without a re-examination of the 
inspector's job, “l.e.a. staffs will be- 
come the rank and file with HMI as 
the officers, and most HM Inspectors I

know would view that with as much 
distaste as most l.e.a. inspectors,” Mr 
Pearce warned. 

However Miss Sheila Browne, out- 
going senior chief inspector of HMI, 
assured delegates that the Inspecto- 


rate and local inspectors were "com- 
plementary", providing reciprocal 
services to one another. Both parties 
could inform and assist the work of the 
other. 

The proposed talks between the 
Government and the local authority 
associations about the future role of 
l.e.a. advisers and their relationship 
with HMI should not be taken as 
implying they were destined to play a 
"subsidiary" or "supplementary'’ pan 
in the task of monitoring the perform- 
ance of schools and giving advice 
where needed. Miss Browne said. 

Teamwork, rather than the special 
pleading of the subject adviser, was 
the key to educational advance, she 
added. 

Major policy objectives, such as 
raising standards, eradicating ine- 
qualities and creating a more practical 
curriculum, demanded a broad 
approach at local level. 

"With expenditure constraints at 
the moment, one does always, as a 
specialist adviser, have to remember 
that when you say performance could 


be belter if only we had X, Y or Z, it 
might be that extra expenditure . . . 
riiay be at the expense of something 
else.” 

L.e.a. ndvisers nnd inspectors were 
the "oil in the educutional system", 
Miss Browne explained. Among their 
many tasks, encouraging good prac- 
tice should take precedence over cor- 
rective action. 

Their chief job was to “prime the 
pump” in five key areas. They should: 

•Create n thirst for analytical know- 
ledge about the educational system; 
•Convey a generous appreciation of 

n ils’ achievements and keep the 
nition of the curriculum “realistic, 
modern and enabling"; 

•Foster a sense of the wholeness of 
the educational system; 

•Create an awareness of how money 
worked in education and how the 
different forms of education expendi- 
ture inter-related ; and 
•Promote a belter understanding of 
the professionalism of teachers, and 
how this can be kept in top condition.

Some schools still actively discourage 
girls from taking up careers in en- 

S inecring. Many others allow boys to 
ominatc workshop facilities and give 
poor careers advice. 

A new research bulletin published 
yesterday highlights just how fur 
schools and colleges have to go to 
provide equal opportunities in en- 
gineering. 

It contains reports of schools which 
have stopped former punils civing 
talks on their engineering careers, nml 
of crAft design and lechnoJogy 
teachers with clearly differing ex- 
pectations of boys and girls. 

Overall the stark message of the 
research is that most women in en- 
gineering are in clerical or unskilled 
jobs, and that these are the jobs most 
threatened by new technology. 

Meanwhile, women arc missing out 
on new job opportunities by not 
having the necessary skills or training, 
and girls arc not getting the en- 
couragement and counselling at 
school that would persuade them into 
such careers. 

The bulletin, from the Equal 
Opportunities Commission, comes as 
the EOC has announced a major new 
initiative with the Engineering 
Council. 

A 12-month campaign - called 
WISE, women into science and en- 
gineering - starts in January and will 
involve schools, employers, and pub- 
lic and professional bodies. About 
£17,000 will be spent this financial 
vear. on such things as a national 
magazine, advertising, posters and 
information [tucks. 

The EOC will be writing shortly to 
l e.a.s. nnd schools asking whnt is 
being done to encourage girls in this 
area. 

The EOCs new chairman. Baro- 
ness Platt, was an aeronautical en- 
gineer before her marriage and is a 
, member of the Engineering Council. 
A plethora of statistics underline 

The pioneering work of one county In 
trying to build up the confidence of 
girls towards crafts and technology has 
now been made available to other local 
authorities. 

Last March 24 girls from 12 Shrop- 
shire schools attended a confidence- 
building course in Telford, and the 
experience of planning and mounting 
this has been detailed In a booklet 
designed as a guide for others. 

Over five days the girls learned to 
handle heavy machinery, computers 
ond other electronic equipment. They 
saw films and heard from women who 
had broken new ground In lhclr 
careers. 

The course, which was backed by 
the Schools Council, aimed to show 
girls they were quite capable of hand- 
ting machinery and highlighted the

engineers. 

women's poor showing in engineer- 
ing. Ninety four percent of women in 
the industry are employed as oper- 
ators, clerical staff and unskilled 
workers. Hardly surprising given that, 
in 1980, more than 80 per cent of A 
level passes in physics and more than 
75 per cent of passes in mathematics 
were awarded to boys. 

A study in the EOC's research 
bulletin. 'Women in Engineering, 
which examines how 85 young women 
enme to train ns engineering techni- 
cians, points out that while most of 
them got their job information either 
from schools or the Careers Advisory 
Service, many reported that their 
teachers and advisers had attempted 
to discourage them by saying en- 
gineering was too difficult ur dirty for 
girls. 

Almost half the trainees wished 
they had done craft and technical 
subjects nt school, seeing them as a 
good introduction to handling practic- 
al tasks and to engineering in general. 
Most said they had not done so 
because facilities were unavailable, 
but a few reported discrimination in 


schools are more likely to produce female 


their schools. 

Several girls said their schools had 
refused to let them return to school to 
talk about their iohs claiming that 
other pupils would not be interested. 
"A career in engineering did not 
appear to fit with the school's image of 
u successful 'old girl'," Ms Peggy 
Newton, the study's author, notes. 

Another report indicates that the 
potential woman engineer is likely to 
come from a single sex grammar or 
independent school and to have re- 
ceived significant encouragement 
from teachers. 

Of a sample of 674 17-year-old girls 
who applied to attend the Engineering 
Industry Training Board Insight prog- 
ramme in 1981 . j9 per cent attended 
single sex schools, compared with the 
national figure of 22 per cent. 

As the authors, Ms Newton and Ms 
Helen Weinrcidi-Haste, point out: 
"This again raises the question about 
single sex schools And girls' achieve- 
ments in science and technology: bow 
far is the lack of sex stereotyping of 
school subjects, which is demons- 
trated to he greater in mixed schools,

NUT leader seeks help for beleaguered education service 

Jarvis sends out SOS call 


The education service is under attack 
and needs pressure groups to come to 
its defence, Mr Fred Jarvis, general 
secretary of the National Union of 
Teachers, told u confe rencc last week. 

The present Conservative Govern- 
ment had shown itself to be more 
hostile towards state education than 
any other post-war government. Un- 
like its predecessors, it was not in 
sympathy with the 1944 Education 
Act and its ministers were undermin- 
ing confidence in the service. He 
called for a group to be set up to 
defend local government nnd the 
education service. 

Speaking at the annual conference 
of the British Educational Manage- 
ment and Administration Society in 
Manchester, Mr Jarvis said he felt the 
“absence of a powerful local govern- 
ment voice now there whs no longer

Mr Jackson Hall, director of educa- 
tion in Sunderland, thought many 
people were anxious about me growth 
of centralism.

Greater centralization of the block 
grant could incun more diverse stan- 
dards of provision in education, two 
researchers warned the conference. 

Mr Francis Marsleti-Wilson and Dr 
Alan Crispin of London University 


Institute of Education reported on 
their study of policy-mnking in educa- 
tion finance. They said the Govern- 
ment's pressure to reduce urant-rc- 
laled expenditure (GRE) had streng- 
thened the role of politicians rather 
than professionals in local authorities. 

The political responses by elected 
members could increase disparities 
between authorities nnd this might 
strengthen the case for national mini- 
mum standards. 

Mr Norman Thomas, the former 
Chief Inspector for Primary Educa- 
tion, said the range of work expected 
of today's primary teacher was vastly 
greater'! ha n when he started teaching. 
But he thought the chances for prog- 
ress in printary education were greater 
now than in 1948 “if we can harness 
and use the specialisms and interests 
of the teachers". 


Students over 25 are being squeezed 
out of higher education by the Gov- 
ernment's cuts and market philoso- 
phy, according to Mr Phillip White- 
head, former Labour higher education 
spokesman. 

Universities were being forced to 
raise (heir entrance qualifications and 
restrict their courses, while access was 
being determined by the ability to pay , 
he told the Association far Recurrent 
Education Inst Friday.

Glue-sniffing harms children 
and legal action is needed to 
curb it. 

Glue-sniffing only harms chil- 
dren in certain circumstances, 
should not be sensationalized 
and Is best dealt with by profes- 
sionals. 

T here, in a nutshell, are the two 
different approaches to the 
problem of solvent abuse be- 
tween which health and Home 
Office ministers have to choose, as 
they consider the response to the 
Government’s consultative document 
sent out ut the beginning of the year. 
They are reflected in two recent 
reports. The first, from the Magis- 
trates' Association, is the JPs' re- 
sponse to the Government. The 
second is an account of a seminar 
organized by the National Children's 
Bureau. 

The magistrates’ response does not 
attempt to discuss the medical, social 
and education problems of solvent 
abuse (usually called ’•glue-sniffing" 
for short, although a number of other 
substances, including butane, nre snif- 
fed). It simply recognizes that public 
concern and demands for action have 
been "constantly expressed" and sug- 
gests ways of plugging gaps in the 
existing law. 

Solvent abuse itself should not he 
made a criminal offence, the associa- 
tion says. Nor does it support adding 
irritants or nasty-smelling solvents 
because this would harm somebody 
using the product for its proper pur- 


pose and might also make it less 
effective. And labelling solvents with 
health warnings, as with cigarettes, is 
described as counter-productive, 
although voluntary moves by retailers 
to restrict sales appear to work. 

But the association does support 
extending the offence of being drunk 
in a public place to cover intoxication 
from other substances. The police 
should be given the right to detain 
juveniles found intoxicated whatever 
the source - liquor, drugs, or solvents, 
the magistrates sav. 

Since the association's report was 
written, a Scottish High Court judge 
has ruled that selling glue-sniffing 
“kits" (usually a bag with glue) to 
children is a crime under common law. 
English JPs have not yet discussed the 
ruling, which has no force south of the 
border, but it is likely they would 
support a move to make it a crime 
here, too. 

The magistrates clearly feel there is 
a major problem and thnt one or two 
changes in the law would help. But 
speakers at a recent seminar orga- 
nized by the National Children's 
Bureau urged a more sophisticated 
approach. 

Mr Les Kay, training officer to the 
Life Line project in Manchester, stres- 
sed the dangers of sensationalizing 
solvent abuse and criticized press 
coverage that failed to distinguish 
between solvents. For most sniffers, 
the toxic risks were from substances

other than glue, like hutnne, he said. 

Both Mr Kny nnd Mr Stewart 
Asquith, a lecturer in social adminis- 
tration from Edinburgh University, 
stressed the need to distinguish be- 
tween three different kinds of glue- 
sniffers: the experimental, the regular 
and the chrome user. 

The first - and largest - group would 
simply experiment with solvent abuse 
anti stop within 12 months, after which 
many would switch to the more social- 
ly acceptable (but much more harm- 
ful) alcohol, This group was easiest to 
deal with but ran the greatest medical 
risk. 

The second would use solvents in a 
wuy similar to social drinking: rcgulai 
but controlled, often located in the 
same place with the same group of 
friends. 

The third group - a tiny mhioritv - 
would develop a dependency, not on 
glue itself but on the experience of 
getting high, Mr Kay said. This was 
the hardest group to deal with, as 
sniffing was often connected with mi 
escape from seemingly insoluble per- 
sonal problems. 

There was no clear evidence that 
glues had toxic qualities which would 
damage the vital organs of young 
people or kill them. Nor was it cei Inin 
that reducing the total number of 
sniffcis would reduce the mini be i of 
those who died or enme to physical 
harm. 

“The result of reducing the toiul 
population of sniffers by cracking 
down oil glue could be rliuL many of 
them will transfer to other, more 
dangerous substances”, Mr Kay said. 

Many of the dangers were circum- 
stantial, he pointed out. Youngsters 
putting plastic bags over their heads 
could asphyxiate themselves. Ami 
many went to inherently dangerous 
places, such as canal and railway 
embankments, to .sniff. 

Describing the range of danger, he 
said: "... at the safc-ish end is a small 
group of youngsters silting under u 
tree on a sunny afernoon in the middle 
of the park, sniffing contact adhesive 
out of a crisp bag. Perhaps the major 
danger they face is getting a bom un 
the backside from the 'pnrkie 1 . At the 
other end one has that group crouched 
under an old blanket on the canal 
bank sniffing butane nnd smoking 
cigarettes at the same time.” 

But “managing" sniffing could in- 
crease the risks, "it is clear that the 
child who is over-cmphatically debar- 
red from sniffing in the security of his 
own bedroom may resort to a hide- 
away which is private but potentially 
dangerous.'’ 

Adults should be culm, firm and 
honest with young people and, if 
counselling a long-term, dependent 
sniffer, concentrate on ways of help- 
ing with personal problems rather 
than the sniffing itself. 

Summing up the seminar's findings 
in _ an article called “You have the 
skills,” Mr Richard Ives, u research 
officer at the bureau, concludes: “We,

Flourishing with do-it-yourself 


The considerable successes of Esher 
sixth-form college ore no thanks to 
Surrey, suggests HMI after a full, 
inspection early this year. 

Funds have been inadequate on 
most fronts - capitation, building 
programmes, and in-service training. 
The fact that the college is a "very 
healthy institution" with a “sense of 
community where sound learning can 
flourish" is Inrgely due to self-help by 
staff, students and parents. 

The college is praised for many 
aspects of its work: excellent staff- 
student relations and a “happy, re- 
laxed, purposeful atmosphere' ; good 
management structures and financial 
systems; good record keeping, and 
systems for checking students prog- 
ress; serious attention to general 
education outside exam courses; de- 
veloping careers work; and GCE 
standards that are generally good, and 
apparently rising. 

Weaknesses in provision for less 
academic students are recognized by 
the college, as are the limitations of 
teaching which was "without excep- 
tion accurate and almost invariably 
, clear", but which promoted critical 
and speculative discussion only in 
some departments. Students need to 
be made more responsible for their 
own learning, says HM[. 

All four senior jobs in the college 
are held by staff appointed since 1981 , 
and HMI praises the “open, sensitive 
leadership” which has led to "a clear 
sense of direction and a healthy self- 
criticism". But the work of the college 
is hampered by shortage of resources 
at many levels. 

Capitation in recent years has "lag- 
ged considerably" behind inflation

levels, and the £40 per student capita- 
tion has meant tnat most subject 
departments need extra spending. 

'The college is under-resourced in' 
several respects, and the level of

Staff and students have gone in for 
extensive do-it-yourself redecoration, 
refurnishing and redesign of spaces, 
but the col lege .has “obvious deficien- 
cies" in students’ social and study 
areas, library stock, staffing and 
accommodation and provision for 
physical education, as well as in 
departmental accommodation. “The 


gap between what is still essentially a 
building designed as a grammar school 
and the accommodation- required by a 
modern college is still wide”, says 


Many of the staff have attended 
in-service courses, often involving 
"financial and other personal sacri- 
fices” says the report. But Surrey does 
not normally provide cover for in- 
seivice training in school time, and 
although the college has done a great 
deal to ensure discussion of curricular 
and pastoral matters, "it must be 
asked if the present level of in-service 
support provided by the authority is 
satisfactory, even in the present finan- 
cial climate".

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Forces rally against political ban 


For a variety of reasons, the college 
has suffered from the uncertainties of 
fluctiuitinu student numbers, although 
the trend lias been up in recent years. 
HMI says that in the absence of a 
general rationalization of ib-plus pro- 
vision in the area, there are no easy 
solutions to this problem, but that 
“within its own financial constraints it 
is necessary that the authority will be 
us realistic as possible over staffing 
and building provision, m> that the 
damaging effects of fluctuations in 
numbers may he minimized" 

Grccnhilt Sixth Form College in 
Huddersfield has had better support 
from Kirklccs: the old girls' grammar 
building wus considerably adapted to 
meet tile needs of a sixth-form college , 
and the college is “in general very well 
resourced". 

HMI says that good leadership and 
a committed staff have helped it to 
overcome the "constraints of its his- 
tory" and establish good standards of 
work and sound relationships. Tradi- 
tional teaching styles prepare students 
well for public examinations, and 
some good and lively teaching was 
seen, but in many subjects students 
need to be encouraged to tukc n more 
active and independent part. 

HMI suggests that the college 
should review its management struc- 
ture, which is based on the depart- 
mental system of the grammar school. 
It overloads some inclividuni teachers, 
and does not encourage interdepart- 
mental Initiatives or curriculum in- 
novations, says HMI. 

In spite of the adaptations, the 
buildings still have some serious 
defects, with inadequate library 
accommodation, limited facilities for

scheme. Employers and Tory local 
government politicians are as dis- 
turbed as th e colleges and the unions by 
the scope of the proposed ban. 

They see little need for changing the 
existing rules, under which actual 
political activity or political indoc- 
trination are strictly prohibited, 
although they are ready to have these 
spelled out and extended. 

They agree with the colleges that 
the ministerial demand that courses 
must avoid any discussion of society or 
issues outside work and personal 
affairs as an attack on the fundamental 
objectives of vocational preparation. 

Mr Peter Morrison, Minister of 
State at the Department of Employ- 
ment, who has instructed the Man- 
power Services Commission to ex- 
clude “matters related to the organiza- 
tion and functioning of society in 
general" from off-the-job instruction, 
disclosed something of his reasoning 
in a BBC Radio 4 interview. 

Rejecting the view that teaching 
youngsters about the workings or 
democracy helped combat extremism, 
he said that the YTS was about 
training and work experience, not 
about politics. 

Tve had some complaints, admit- 
tedly not many, but Fm totally con- 
vinced that the Youth Training 
Scheme is all about the world of work, 
and I don’t want it to get a bad name if 
by mistake politics got involved," he 
added. 

The Minister's amplification helped 
convince employers' representatives 
on the MSC’s advisory group on the 
content of YTS training, that the 
terms of the instruction really are 
intended to change the syllabuses 
which colleges - and some employer- 
run training organizations - have 
drawn up for the YTS. 

The part of the syllabus affected is 
that intended to cover one of the areas 
specified by the MSC -- “the world 
outside employment".

What teenagers fear most 


Teenagers are most disturbed by such 
things as serious illness, divorce in the 
family, problems with friends or with 
their work. 

However, according to some Brad- 
ford University research into teenage 
stress, they are not particularly wor- 
ried by a series of things ranging from 
a driving test to the prospect of a 
nuclear attack. 

As a result of the research a “life 
events scale", which pinpoints the 
things that put adolescents under 
stress, has now been devised. It shows 
(hat boys and girls tend to be worried 
by the same things, such as illness and 
death. Girls are also very concerned

about sexual attacks. They arc fright- 
ened of rape, and are anxious when 


ened of rape, and are anxious when 
being followed by a stranger or 
answering the phone. 

A list of 39 potentially stressful 
items was identified through inter- 
views with sixth-formers, andthen put 
to 300 teenagers across the country. 
Their reactions to the prospect of such 
events was then analysed and ranked. 

Dr Cliff Dobson, an honorary visit- 
ing research fellow at Bradford Uni- 
versity, hopes the scale will be useful 
for identifying young people who are 
most stressed and therefore vulner- 
able to illness. 

But he emphasizes that information 


obtained from the scale must aha 
be seen in terms of the pereoosy 
the teenager concerned, and * 
amount of support available to hku 
her from friends, family and sebod 

Similar work has been done in fe 
United States, and the two scales ri 
be compared to see if America a! 
British adolescents differ in 4s 
responses to stressful events.

vigour which such exercises demand, 
and now Ihe colleges and the universi- 
ties are catching their breath and 
settling down. 

All this, it seems, is taking place 
against a familiar background of snip- 
ing by politicians ana industrialists, 
and inconclusive arguments about 
staff tenure and early retirement. The 
projections for student numbers sug- 
gest the continuance of the present 
size of higher education - a steady 
state, rather than any marked reduc-

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Brave new world 
envisaged for 
maths and science 


A visionary bat expensive blueprint 
for restoring the standard of maths 
and science teaching in American 
schools was outlined last week by a 
special commission set up 17 months 
ago by the National Science Board. 


r oy the National science noaru, 
policy-making body of the Nation- 
al Science Foundation. 

In an uncompromising call for 
Federal intervention to avert a crisis in 
teaching standards, the report calls on 
the Reagan Administration to invest 
heavily in a programme to retrain 
more than a million of the staff who 
are-teaching maths and science with- 
out (he qualifications to do so. It also 
wants the Federal Government to 
finance the creation of 2,000 exem- 
plary schools as “landmarks of excell- 
ence" for maths and science educa- 
tion. 

By its own count, the cost of 
implementing the commission's prop- 
osals would be staggering. The Feder- 
al government is asked to invest an 
extra $956m (£640m) a year for maths 
and science education in the next 
three years, followed by S680m for the 
two years after that and S331m a year 
until 1995. 

At that time, the commission main- 
tains, American maths and science 
education would have become "the 
finest in the world". 

Publication of the recommenda- 
tions by a body as nugust os the 
National Science Board can be ex- 
pected to place the Reagan Adminis- 
tration in a difficult dilemma. Two 
years ago, the Administration re- 
garded science 'education- as a JoW 
priority and yirtually. eliminated 
money .for. that ■ purpose-, from ; the 
budget of the National Science Found- 
ation. . . * • • 

= ; In 1983: however .-Congress insisted 
on- spending more- on maths and 
Science, and for the past year the 
Administration has maintained that 
the improvement of educational stan- 
dards - particularly in subjects allied 
to high technology - is an important 
national priority. 

The scale of the commission’s plans 
U certain to cause misgivings in an 


Administration fighting hard to re- 
duce: the Federal budget deficit. And 
the board's suggestion that the Feder- 
al Government play a leading role in

teachers are leaving for better jobs in 
business and industry. As a result, 
many school systems have been forced 
to disregard state certification re- 
quirements Bnd fill the gaps with 
teachers who are not fully qualified in 
maths and science. 

More than a million teachers at 
primary and secondary level need to 
be trained or retrained if they are to 
teach maths and science effectively, 
the report estimates. At a cost of 
about S3 ,000 a teacher, the pro- 

J [ram me would have to be phased over 
ive years and the cost divided be- 
tween state and Federal governments. 
Even so, the cost to Washington 
would be $35Gm a year. 

At the same time, the commission 
wants to see sweeping curriculum 
reforms and far more time devoted to 
maths and science within school time- 
tables. It says the school day or school 
year must be lengthened so that from 
the age of five onwards every child will 
have at least an hour of mathematics 
and half-an-hour of science every day. 

To graduate from high school or 
enter college, the maths and science 
requirements should be substantially 
raised, the report recommends. High 
school graduates should in future have 
completed three years of secondary 
mathematics, including one year Of 
algebra, and three years of science and 
technology, including a term of com- 
puter science, . 

School-leavers going. on to higher 
education will have to have completed 
•four years of high school science, 
including physics, chemistry and a full 
year of computer science; and four 
years of mathematics, including a 
second year of algebra and course 
work covering probability and statis- 
tics. •. 

The result of increased exposure to 
maths and science teaching is ex- 
pected to rive pupils a better under-: 
standing of problem-solving with less 
emphasis on formal computation. In- 
cluded In the commission’s report is a 
set of ambitious guidelines spelling, 
out how touch mathematics eveiy high . 
school leaver* should know, , 

Most of these aims will be difficult, 
to achieve without raising the quality 
of the teaching forte, the report says. 
... To dntlce chough rfew teachers, 
however,' teacher p«y> and status 
■would have, to be enhanced.. The 
-commission urges the teachers* unions 
• to; reconsider their objections to 
paying maths arid, science specialists 
more than those In other subjects^ ,*

Educational workers battling to bring 
-sexual equality to education In the 
United States face mounting problems. 

In spile of having- the necking of 
equality legislation which Is far more 
rigorous than that which exists In 
Britain, they are having to run very 
hard to stand still. 

One of the greatest threats to their 
work Is uncertainty about Federal 
funding beyond next month. This 
stems from a recent freeze on all 
Federal monies- used for desegrega- 
tion, and on the discretionary fund of 
the Education Secretary which pays 
for such programmes as Headstart, for 
disadvantaged pre-schoolers. 

The order was made by a judge 
presiding over an attempt by the city of 
Chicago to sue the Government for not 
honouring obligations Inherited from 
the Carter Administration, who 
wanted to have control over relevant 
monies for the duration of tho hearing. 

This freeze has now been lifted until 
October, but beyond that workers face 
the prospect at least of temporary 
Interruption to their work, if not 
permanent shut-down. 

Other problems Include a vigorous 
"back to basics” movement, wlilch, 
coupled with severe cuts in education 
hinds, Is keeping morale low, particu- 
larly among those who hoped by now to 
be benefiting from the pioneering work 
of the mid-1970s. 

As one of them said. “When I look 
back on 1972-4, 1 thought then that the

In the United States any educational 
institution receiving Federal money 
must comply with Title IX of the Civil 
Rights Ad (Implemented In 1975, the 
same year as our Sex Discrimination 
Act.) 

This Title prohibits discrimination 
on the basis of sex and stipulates that 
every school district must nominate 
someone to oversee this area.

Sir Peter Swtnner- 
ton-Dyer, new chairman of the Uni- 
versity Grants Committee wants to 
place more emphasis on the quality of 
teaching in the universities. It should 
be noted with astonishment that, alone 
among teachers, university teachers 
receive no compulsory teacher 
training. 

• How what Ib taught Is examined. At 
present In the context of high failure 
and dropout rates a growing number 

echoes that of former pupil Simon 
Baker, who left us in 1981 with 11 As 
at one sitting at O level and four As at 
Advanced level to read Veterinary 
Science at Queen’s College, Cam- 
bridge. 

Perhaps, if comprehensive schools 
were less reluctant to publicize the 
successes of their most able pupils, the 
strictures of those who round the 
MarJcs-Cox-Pomian-Szrednicld con- 
clusions encouraging would achieve 
less' currency.

can be right or good. Certainly the 
Microelectronics Education Program- 
me pack contains a variety of soft- 
ware, some of which is right for some 
children and wrong for others. What 
each piece of software requires is a 
child's eyes and mind to use it and a 
teacher's insight to develop the oppor- 
tunities it presents to the full. 

In a few years’ time we may well 
laugh at the standard of present day 
software, but only because we have 
gained greater insight into the poten- 
tialities which the computer and its 
programmes offer. 

How are teachers to be well trained 
and by whom? 

For the first time in our education 
service we have a government initia- 
tive to introduce technology into the 
classroom. Perhaps tor the first time 
also we have a body of HM Inspectors, 
advisers and headteachers who never 
had and never can have (unless they 
are class-teaching heads) the experi- 
ence of using a computer within the 
context of the classroom curriculum. 
How then can they (rain the teachers? 

I believe passionately that the com- 
puter further divides the good from 
the indifferent; the able from the 
unable; the visionary from die follower 
of the narrow path; the prepared, 
thoughtful professional from the run 
of the mill ‘‘nine-to-fbur” teacher. The

learning environment are those who 
have already, learned the skills of 
primary teaching and are flexible of 
mind and prepared in pedagogy.

Evening degrees 

Sir - Many of your readers may be 
affected by the extraordinary difficul- 
ty this year in obtaining places on 
degree courses. Our experience at the

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Writing wrongs 

The neglect of handwriting in schools in depriving pu pils of an essential 
tool for life Rosemary Sassoon complains 
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T he teaching of handwriting has reached a 
stage of crisis. It has been neglected for so 
long that young teachers coming into the. 
profession are themselves survivors of a; 
system that gave no priority to the skill. They 
have had little or no instruction in how to teach 
the subject either, so they really cannot be 
blamed. 

Poor handwriting is having a serious effect on 
the performance and sometimes the potential of 
children of all ages. It is particularly noticeable 
in the pitiable 16-year-olds leaving school in 
their hundreds'unable to write a decent letter of 
application for a job. 

Illegible writing is so unnecessary. Handwrit- 
ing is a skill, and it is really quite straightforward 
if taught correctly from the start. It must not be 
confused at any stage, from infant school to 
adult literacy, with either reading or spelling, 
although it will be taught parallel with these 
subjects - and of course not with creative 
writing. 

A good handwriting is well within the capabili- 
ties of the majority of the less able in schools, for 
whom it is now an essential tool for life. For the 
quick and academic pupil, a fast legible hand 
enables them to take clear notes in class and do 
justice to themselves in examinations. Far. 
horn it being repressive to teach children 
handwriting, it Is the lack of training that inhibits 
creativity. Writing is a primary means of com- 
munication. . ... 

. Teachers need to be aware qf what many older 
piiplls are now realizing, that the correct 
teaching of handwriting is important. Then they 
can let about rediscovering how to teach it. 
Priority must be given to teaching handwriting as 
■*kill* giving it a place in the school curriculum.

No style , however beautiful, is better than the I 
teacher who uses it. Far too often an unskilled I 
teacher distorts the model or allows children to 
do so until its purpose is negated. Too much 
emphasis on copying a shape rather than 
encouraging movement can be disastrous. 
Teachers need to understand the principles 
behind the style being taught in their school - 
that is if there is an approved style at all.

A t a ceremony in Long Lartin Prison. I 
Worcestershire yesterday, a cheque for 
£1,500 was due to be handed to the 
principal of the Summerfield School for 
Children with Impaired Hearing, Malvern. The 
money was raised from the sales of a small 
paperback book. Images From Within, a collec- 
tion of poems and stories for children written by 
prisoners. 

The ceremony was the climax of a 16-month 
project which has taken both the staff and the 
inmates of one of Britain's seven maximum 
security prisons rather by surprise. Long Lartin's 
assistant governor, Lcs Lavender, says: "When 
we started wc couldn't imagine the number of 
spin-offs. It’s had an impact on everyone in the 
prison beyond anything we expected. There are 
very few prison-wide activities which get almost 
everyone actively and emotionally involved in a 
positive way but this book has done just that." 

But as Gill Ganner who teaches English at the 
prison, explains: “It wasn't an idea imposed 
from above. It grew naturally out of the men's 
own ideas, interests and feelings". 

The project arose from the “Thursday 
Group", Gill's weekly, evening class on the arts 
which brings writers, poets, actors and artists to 
the prison to talk to the men. "It's a purely 
voluntary class which the men come to in their 
leisure time. It began as an English literature 
class in response to a request from some of the 
men who come to the daytime English language 
lessons for, ‘a chance to do some literature'. I 
started a literature class in the evenings, but 
found it was too academic and restricting, and 
wasn’t answering the men's needs." 

With the governor's permission, she intro- 
duced visiting speakers and found this fired the 
prisoners' imaginations. “Poets and writers of all 
sorts seemed particularly to interest them, and I 
could tell by the number of requests for books of 
poems and other literature (tom the library after 
' a speaker had been, that they were doing a lot. 
more reading themselves and soon they began' 
bringing bits of their own writing to some of their 
lessons", she says.

After the recent five thousandth edition of Play School, 
the BBC this week changed the format of its 'nursery of the air'. 

Nick Baker finds the producers determined to avoid too many assumptions 
about the viewers and furious about accusations that the programme is too middle class. 


A t first it's hard to take seriously a group of 
adults huddled around a television moni- 
tor watching a man cut out tiny fish from 
silver paper and saying things like “I see 
we're using grown-up scissors now." It becomes 
niter to understand when you realize that in a 
week's time 71 per ceqt of two to five-year-olds 
will be watching the same picture. So. incidenr 
tally, will thousands of mums, dads, older 
brothers and sisters and playgroup leaders. 

It’s even easier to see why Play School is put 
together with such care when you know that the 
programme has been transmitted regularly since 
1964. When staffroom conversation turns to 
memories of children’s television, recently- 
qualified teachers are more likely to reminisce 
aboiit Phy School than Bill and Ben. 

Play School started because BBC2 had just 
been created and could offer extra air time for 
children’s television. At the same time, the 
clamour for more nursery school education 
focused the BBC's attention on the under-fives. 
Play School was originally conceived lo comple- 
ment the Watch With Mother series on BBCI 
Cynthia Felgate, executive producer of BBC 
Programmes for the under-fives, who wryly 
rolcrs to herself as “Mndame Ploy School”, 
having worked on it for 19 years, explains: “At

entertaining children and involving them in an 
active way. Children do copy the songs and 
mimes as well as answering the questions the 
presenters ask them. What I found interesting 
too was the lack of pressure the programme puts 
on children to keep watching. Children seem 
quite happy to take from the programme what 
they want, and when an item doesn’t interest 
them, to get on with something else. 

One five-year-old said of those appearing in 
the programme: “Sometimes I like them but 
they’re silly." In fact the “silliness" of the 
presenters is not manufactured, it aims to be 
quite natural. 

Penny Lloyd, an assistant producer and 
director of Play School, says: “The prog- 
ramme Is recorded as if it were live, in other 
words only real disasters or technical problems 
are cut out, Presenters are encouraged to use 
their own words all the time, so When the stuffed 
toys fall over or the models don’t stick together 


properly they can feel confident to carry on.” 

The programme's calculated lack of slick ness 
gives it an added sense of reality as well as a 
sense of humour. One presenter, dancing vigor- 
ously about while singing a song about the rain, 
fell over with a thump. She picked herself up and 
carried on. Another (pregnant) presenter felt 
her baby kick for the first time while she was on 
camera. She excitedly reported this happy If 
irrelevant news and it was left in the programme. 

So what makes a good Play School presenter? 
Obviously a talent for story-telling, mime and 
singing, but what else? Cynthia Frigate looks for 
“n confident honesty with humour. But they've 
got to care about (he programme, about their 
audience and they’ve got to engage the indi- 
vidual viewer on a level of personal wnrmth." 
What a presenter must do is involve his audience 
by being involved himself.

Some people describe this wholesome sort of 
protectiveness as "middle-class’Ya description, 
which infuriates Play'School workers. Cynthia 
Felgate explains: "Niceness, accepts bill ly, 
warmth if you like; lias nothing to do .with class. 
Most of the' pebple I'Ve heard use thntsort of 
judgment have been upper-class people with 
patronizing views about what appeals to ordin- 
ary people. What we try and do, particularly in 
our filmed Items is'to get out of London, to try 
and reflect the British Isles, It's very difficult and 
we haven’t always succeeded." 

A Play School director told me that she 
researched in a run-down Urban area in the 
north. She visited one, hoffie where the mother 
had redecorated the front room and dressed the 
child iri .honoiif pf the visit. In the same area the 
director visited a- social services day nursery 
catering for children at risk from hon-acdidenlal 
injury. The children .were happily watching a 
filmed item about hbrsei in a field. 1 ("The £ark", 
they called ii» having no personal experience of 
fields themselves.) Yet that item was of foe sort 
that the programme's critics would call “middle- 
class”, 

The new Play School is not that different from 
the old one. The set has been updated, the titles 
are slicker and the intended audience is a little 
older. But if (he paint ninsi the glue doesn’t stick 
or the pet cockatoo refuses to face the camera, it 
still won’t matter.

Up in the 
gallery

In her article un the rule nf galleries in 
art education (Learning to See. 70. 
August 121. Frances Spalding de- 
scribes the problem of presenting 
contemporary works to young people 
and how the galleries have faced that 
task. In my opinion representational 
works are equally difficult in present 
as frequently we stop looking al a 
work once we have identified the 
subject maticr. 

During a year at Birmingham 
Polytechnic, studying for an MA in 
Art Education. I look the opportunity 
to make a close study nl several art 
gallery education projects. It seemed 
to me. ai ilie time, that although what 
went on inside the gull erics was quite 
exciting there seemed to be little 
cunncxion with what had gone on in 
schools or suggestions made us to how 
gallery visits might he lol lowed up. 

With the cooperation of North- 
ampton Museums and Northampton* 
shire Education Department. I orga- 
nise d a gallery project that would 
maximize the involvement of visiting 
schools in June and July of this year. 

Northampton Museum and' Art 
Gallery has a large collection of the 
paintings and sketch books of Thur- 
ston Lsndlatv Shnosmiih ( IHfti-IW). 
this was to he the central element of 
the exhibition Shoosmith was ;i [and- 
scape wutercokmrisl with a penchant 
lor carefully composed townseapes of 
delicately rendered elmrehcs.

The art workshops weie run as 
half-day sessions over two weeks and 
were held in die exhibition hall that 
was hall filled with SlniOMiiith'.s uoik 
and half filled with schools' work. 
Although the sessions only lasted 
about two horns they weie tilled with a 
variety o! activities; gmups were 
shown an audin/visiial pi our. mi me 
about Slioosmith's life ami work, 
engaged in writing descriptions and 
responses to three of his paintings, 
talked in small groups with an adult - 
sometimes using a tape recorder - to 
extend their responses to the work am l 
finally shown die sketch hunks and 
asked to draw, in the .same i.ipid 
manner as the artist, from the win- 
dows in the upper gallery (that has a 
magnificent view over the town 
roofs). 

Outside ol the school sessions 
several watercolour workshops were 
held on Saturday afternoons and 
many of those who had visited mid- 
week returned. 

It was both surprising und gratifying 
to find how much some of the younger 
participants lind learnt about the artist 
and his work and how quickly they 
accepted (hat looking at a painting 
could be an extended activity. The 
teachers spoke of their pupils' sense of 
achievement and of how thev had 
found ways of integrating the work on 
the Shoosmith Project, talking about 
paintings, working in watercolour, 
with their gcnemriirt work. 

Although it would be impracticable 
to try to present every art exhihitnn in 
such a manner perhaps art galleries 
and teachers need to think more about 
the way in which their activities mighi 
be more intimntely linked.

Africa

The Africans: Encounters from the Sudan to 
the Cape. By David Lamb.

T wo years ago I went to Tombouctou. I 
had wanted to travel up the Niger but 
that once great river has virtually mean- 
dered into rivulets with the eternal 
drought of the last decade. I arrived in a perilous 
AirMnli plane and was abandoned on the 
airstrip having been told that this route was 
unscheduled and that there might be another 
plane within the week. But everything always 
seems to work out in Africa. There was another 
(light in a matter of days and between times a 
young Moroccan (this was once part of their 
empire) called Moktnr had taken it on himself to 
ensure that 1 had n guide and companion and 
that 1 should have nil the hospitality any visitor 
merits as a guest of the land. 

Sitting outside the Moorish caravanserai, 
with the moon illuminating the endless 
desert, sipping a passable French wine, trying 
to work out why there are so many frogs in a 
place with zero water, is now one of my 
happiest memories. Africa has given me many 
such and I am in love with it. Not that it has 
been an easy love affair. I was at university in 
Uganda in the mid-sixties when Milton Obote 
decided to let Idi Amin, then in charge of his 
wniy, get rid of the Kabaka. Up-country on 
teaching practice I was thc only male working 
in a girl’s secondary training college and was 
unwillingly despatched to Kampala in search 
of stores. Even wars don't stop African coun- 
try buses and after a wait by the road-side I 
duly found one to take me to the capital. 
Amving at Mulago roundabout at the foot of 
the university hill l descended from the bus 
just as a group of drunken soldiers opened 
fire on an Asian doctor from the nearby 
hospital. They made him get out of his cur 
and proceeded to kick the hell out of him. 
When they'd satisfied their hatred they let 
rara run off and regrettably, as 1 felt at the 
tune, he proceeded to run in my direction - 
“Ot* 1 smashed through the perimeter 
•wage, leaving our outlines like cartoon char- 
acters and with bullets whizzing past us hared 
11 up to the university and safety. 

Love involves belief, and I believed in 
lanzania and Julius Nyerere for the four 
years that I worked there.

began reading this book in the cerebral 
equivalent of shaking rage. [ ended with con- 
siderable respect - Mr Lamb is an altogether, 
different breed of journalist to the missile 
man. 

From 1976 to 1980 David Lamb was the 
African correspondent of the Los Angeles 
Times, based in Kenya but with a continent- 
wide brief that gave him the scope for this 
book. But this is far from being a collection 
of occasional journalism. To understand Mr 
Lamb's achievement it is necessary to appreci- 
ate the tradition in which he sees himself. He 
takes as his starting point John Gunther's 
Inside Africa, first published in 1953. 

It is a brave thing to acknowledge such an 
antecedent for Gunther’s book is now much 
criticized for its Eurocentred view of Africa 
and its peoples. But Lamb is right to invoke 
Gunther in one way. Before Inside Africa 
there was no accessible study of the whole 
continent in contemporary terms. Africa was 
ignored and Gunther’s best-seller was a re- 
velation in its day. When he wrote no African 
colony had yet achieved independence; 30 
years on independence has come but so has 
catastrophe. In updating Gunther and ack- 
nowledging his predecessor. Lamb is signal- 
ling that his book too will be overtaken by 
events and no doubt pilloried in years to 
come. But his aim is honourable: to tell the 
West, mainly America, what has gone wrong 
in the hope' that his reader’s sympathies will 
be aroused. 

And one would have to have a heart of 
stone not to be moved. Europe scrambled 


into Africa, arbitrarily dividing its ethnic 
groups, creating artificial boundaries and im- 
planting incompatible metropolitan systems - 
English, French, Portuguese, Belgian, Spanish 
- wildly different in (heir methods and stan- 
dards. After just over a half century of ersatz 
development, greater where there was an adv- 
anced settler community as in Kenya and 
Zimbabwe, dwindling to nothing in places 
with less economic potential or where the 
colonists themselves were backward like the 
Poluguese, Europe then scrambled out of 
Africa. The British cynically cobbled together 
impossible democracies; the French replaced 
themselves with unrepresentative evolui 
elites, the Portuguese were forced out after 
debilitating violence lenving a shambles be- 
hind them. Since then Africa has declined 
rapidly as these various lime-bombs exploded 
with only three or Tour countries, virtually 
colonizedby foreign specialists, continuing to func- 
jtionatallwell. 

To have been in love with Africa these past 
20 years is to have been married to nn alcoho- 
lic - the hinges, the deceits, the terrible 
witness of self-destruction have made the rela- 
tionship impossible. The Idi Amins and the 
Bokassas are not the prime causes of the 
collapse, they were merely the worst ol Uie 
drunken orgies. No, (he most insupportable 
thing has been the foilure of the “best” 
efforts - the socialist experiments of u Nye- 
rere or the mission-based pieties of a Kaunda. 
These were heartbreaking and hurl most be- 
cause they engendered hope that the affair 
could be saved. 


1 sympathize with Lamb because in his brief 
stay he too experienced all this. When he 
describes his first contacts with Africa and its 
people 1 can tell so well those signs of affec- 
tion beginning. But he at least has not given 
up. His book, far from merely chronicling the 
disasters, goes on to graso at whatever straws 
are around to show that there can still be 
hope. It is here that many will part company 
with him for he sees hope only in creating a 
situation where white people can return to 
work as partners with Africans to save the 
continent and develop its resources. He gives 
as examples those few countries that still 
prosper: Kenya, Zimbabwe, Senegal, Ivory 
Coast, all with large white populations either 
as citizens or aid-workers. His greatest wish is 
for a peaceful transfer of power in South 
Africa so that that nation might take the lead 
in developing the rest of the continent. What 
in effect he is dreaming of is putting back the 
dock to the minute before independence in 
nn attempt to undo the damage that resulted 
from the too hasty departure of the whiles. 
Such belief used to be called neo-colonialism 
nnd is much despised in Africa, understand- 
ably. 1 respect Mr Lamb's good intentions but 
clocks can't be put hack. I think things will 
get worse, far worse in most parts of Africa 
and what the results will be 1 do not know. 
But disagreeing with his final hopeful passages 
does not alter my appreciation of his book. U is 
the best general survey of contemporary Africa 
now avuilable and will remain so until someone 
ns thorough as as good-hearted as David Lamb 
comes along to replace it.

When Manchester's Contact Theatre 
Company was formed in 1973, its brief 
was to provide for the North West the 
same service that the Young Vic was 
providing for the young people of 
London. Now, under Artistic Direc- 
tor Richard Williams, it is a thriving 
venture providing two annual seasons 
ofplaysatthe University Theatre, two 
school tours a year, a varied commun- 
ity programme as well as two seasons 
ot “Plavdays" - daytime workshop 
productions geared to O and A level 
Shakespeare texts. 

The work I saw when I spent three 
days with Contact was of an unva- 
ryingly high standard. The current 
main house production of Macbeth , 
played on a spare, hi-tech spider’s web 
set, achieves maximum clarity with a 
minimum of fuss. Powerfully paced by 
strongly atmospheric lighting and suit- 
ably strident music, it defies the old 
“mouth along" response to those 
famous soliloquies. 

The following day I saw the first 
performance of director Tony Clark’s 
kpiay day” of Henry IV Part One on an 
adapted Macbeth set. The theatre was 

K ed to capacity with literature O 
students. Gark's intention was 
simply to “show the physical progress 
of tne play and the characters”. This 
for four male actors in the space of two 
hours seemed a bit of a tall order. 
However, as a curtain raiser they 
managed to demolish the plot using a 
technique 1 can only describe as 
“Coles Notes meets Marcel Mar- 


ceau". The aim of the Plavdays is to 
complement the work of literature 
learners - for example a teacher can 
point out variations in interpretation 
of a speech whereas an actor can 
demonstrate it in performance. 

I asked some of the young audience 
what was helpful to them about the 
piece. "The voices”, was their unani- 
mous reply, “our teacher can’t do 
them as well as that . . ." Barry 
Dixon, Head of English at Peel Moat 
School, Stockport, who regularly 
brings classes to Playdaya com- 
mented: “Perhaps a bit too much text

Contact employs three full time 
immunity • workers, financed 
through Manchester's Urban Aid 
programme. Using drama os a basis, 
they work with a variety of different 
groups Including Physically Handicap- 
ped and Able Bodied (PHAB), clubs, 


groups. The team bills itself as being 
available free of charge to any (non 
school) organization dealing with 
young people in the inner Manchester 
area. I saw them work with a group of 
boys in a withdrawal unit for the 
disruptive. They have a long standing 
relationship with the unit, who, de- 
spite what according to their teacher 
had been a “difficult" morning, got 
quite involved with a role-play exer- 
cise in which they pl&yea local 
businessmen deciding how to spend a 
government grant. 

The company runs two school tours 
a year, usually for secondary audi- 
ences and always presenting work on 
contemporary themes. Marriage and 
old age were two recent topics. The 
show now in preparation marks a 
departure for Contact , using the 
established Don Quixote story and 
playing to junior rather than secon- 
dary audiences. Teachers are invited 
to previews of schools work, most of 
which includes teacher’s packs for 
follow up work in the booking price 
(50p per head in the case of Don 
Quixote). 

Contact’s acting company is pre- 
dominantly young, something that 
Richard Williams is not apologetic 
about: “At first it wasn't a matter of 
policy, it just happened. It’s more 
vibrant, working with a younger cast. 
There’s an agility that older actors 
tend to lose. He applies the same 
criterion to planning his main house 
programme, weighting it towards a 
young audience and offering it not 
only classics but new plays, often 
specially commissioned, by play- 
wrights like Peter Flannery and 
Adrian Henry. Raymond Briggs’s 
When the Wind Blows will have its 
northern premiere at Contact. 

Despite faint worries about fin- 
ances, Ihe cofnpany certainly succeeds 
In filling the theatre and is confident 
about the future. Whal Williams 
wants for the company is a little more 
national recognition to secure its con- 
tinued success - perhaps when come- 
dian Rick MRyall makes his “legiti 


Facts About The Arts. Edited by 
Muriel Nlssel.

“Of all human activities the arts 
belong to those where quantitative 
considerations pale into relative in- 
significance besides qualitative 
ones." Thus elegantly warns Muriel 
Nissel the editor of Facts About The 
Arts. The Centre for Policy Studies, 
sponsored by an appropriate assem- 
bly of arts funding bodies, has 
gathered in such statistical informa- 
tion as is available on the produc- 
tion and consumption of the arts in 
this country. The conclusion to 
which the sum of these 135 tables 
and 45 charts leads us is that we are 
not even in a position to make 
quantitative considerations about 
the arts, let alone qualitative ones. 

Fortunately Muriel Nissel knows 
this, and our statistical ignorance 
about the arts supplies the polemical 
sub-plot to her introductions to the 
five major and six minor sections of 
her text. While each table is Inter- 
nally coherent, it is very difficult to 
make the comparisons across the 
categories which would enable a de- 
bate about the economic role of the 
arts to take place. Thus, the govern- 1 
ment has given the Arts Council of 
Great Britain (including Scotland 
and Wales) £91. 3m to spend this 
year; the government reckons that 
the yield from VAT on cultural acti- 
vities (including the cinema) is ab- 
out £100m a year. It would be 
pleasant to construct an argument 
around these two figures, and a 
waste of lime. 

The major sections of Facts About 
The Arts are: Finance: The Artist; 
Artistic Activities; Audience Profiles 
and Buildings, together with an 
appendix on Leicester City. All the 
information has come from other 
sources (hence the incoherence) and 
the important area of education has 
been excluded. Most of the general 


conclusions possible are matters of 
common knowledge and common 
sense: central government expendi- 
ture on the arts has more than dou- 
bled in the past 10 years, and public 
expenditure on the arts, including 
libraries and museums is now about 
£12 per head per year. But you 
would have to look to other surveys 
nnd other sources to compare these 
figures with those in other countries, 
or put them in relation to public 
expenditure as a whole. 

Some general trends do emerge: 
going to the cinema is still by far tne 
most popular “arts activity ' (audi- 
ence o5 million in 1982). although 
elsewhere the decline in the number 
of cinema screens and the produc- 
tion of “British' 1 films suggests that 
the industry is in a quantitative ns 
well as qualitative crisis. Museums 
and galleries, and historic buildings, 
both have attendance figures in the 
region of 50 million, and the com- 
bined categories of subsidized and 
unsubsidized theatre about the 
same. The theatre, indeed, appears 
relatively healthy, and here it is not 
difficult to see the connexion be- 
tween the high level of public sub- 
sidy since tne niid-196Us and the 
popularity of the form. Subsidized 
theatre is shown to have an impor- 
tant role in the economy of the 
‘ West End. One quite startling statis- 
tic nppears in figures for our two 
“national” theatre companies. The 
“earned income" (as opposed to 
subsidy) of the Royal Snnkespeare 
Company is 58 per cent, of the 
National Theatre, only 34 per cent. 

The compilation makes a brave 
attempt to work out how many pro- 
fessional artists of all categories 
there arc, but is hampered by the 
unavailability of the 198! census fi- 
gures. In 1971 the total for all arts 
occupations in England and Wales 
(why not Scotland?) was 1 10 
thousand (population 1980 38.2 mil- 
lion). Yet 13s thousand belonged to 
professional arts trades unions, 
which shows the extent to which 


creativity has to be a part-time 
occupation. We are blessed with 7.4 
thousand fine artists and sculptors, 
but 71 per cent of them have other 
caTeeTS. of whom 37 per cent teach 
in art schools. Actors (19.5 
thousand members of Equity in 
1971. but only 3.5 thousand work- 
ing. according to the census) can 
expect to be in work only 22 weeks 
of the year. 

Professional authors appear to be 
in an even worse position. There Bte 
fewer lhan 5.000 of them, and for 
half of those writing is a secondary 
occupation. Their numbers seem 
almost too small to count, yet pub- 
lishing is a major export industry. 
There is a great need for more 
information on authors' incomes 
(though authors are reluctant to give 
it). The ingenuities of authors in 
their efforts to stay alive are n ma- 
jor example of the extent to which 
the arts in Britain are subsidized by 
Ihe artists. In this respect. Facts 
About The Arts has bna news for 
writers, for the expenditure per 
head of population on library books 
is in steady decline. 

There are two ways to approach 
Facts About The Arts. In one sense 
it celebrates the rich diversity of 
artistic activity in this country. In *' 
another the difficulty of making any 
of these figures work one with 
another shows the disorganized, ad 
hoc nature of public culture. It may 
be that the very incoherence of the 
tables protects the creators from the 
administrators, but since it is our 
money that is being spent on an 
increasingly subsidized culture, we 
hove a right to ask that policy deci- 
sions be taken on the basis of facts 
and not hunches. To that extent 
Facts About The Arts succeeds by 
demonstrating that we need some- 
thing to replace it. and 1 hope 
Muriel Nissel is entrusted with tne 1 
task.

Stuart Maclure on the perils of running the BBC 


A Variety of Lives: A Biography of Sir Hugh 
Greene. By Michael Tracey. 

The Bodley Head £15.00. 0 370 300262. 

This is an important book because of the key 
role Hugh Greene played in changing the 
values and the image of the BBC in the sixties 
and the central place it had in the complex set 
of modifications in manners and morals which 
ushered in the permissive society. Greene was 
Director-General from I960 to 1968. He took - 
office with Harold Macmillan at the height of 
his powers, when the Conservatives had been 
in office for nine years, and were about to run 
out of steam. He left in 1968 when Harold 
Wilson was beginning to lose his way and 
reaction along with economic decline was set- 
ting in. 

The first pan of the book, however. lays 
the foundation for the later years by showing 
what sort of a man Greene had become 
during his years as foreign correspondent in 
pre-war Berlin, as wartime head of the BBC's 
German service, as architect of post-war 
broadcasting in the British zone of occupied 
Germany, in charge of counter-insurgency 
broadcasting in the Malayan emergency and 
in a few jobs inside the BBC as protegd 
of Sir Ian Jacob (whom he succeeded as Director 
General). 

Oreene comes across as tough, agnostic, 
humorous and cynical. People were inclined 
to doubt if he believed in nnything, deep 
down, but he certainly seems to have had a 
passionate devotion to a concept of public 
service broadcasting which was different from 
Reith's. The case he argued was for an inde- 
pendent broadcasting organization, protected 
from political interference by u strong DG 
and a brave board, of governors, dedicated to 


high quality television and radio in the service 
of “the people". 

The collapse of Reithian paternalistic elit- 
ism was precipated by a combination of cir- 
cumstances. There was the post-war reaction 
against deference and the rise of a relatively 
affluent, relatively unreligious popular cul- 
ture. There was the arrival of television and 
the difference between television and radio as 
a mass medium. There was competion in the 
shape of commercial television and the politic- 
al necessity which forced the BBC to compete 
for audience ratings, sure in the knowledge 
that they could not indefinitely expect to be 
financed adequately from a licence fee charged 
to all unless they could hold on to about half the 
audience. 

All these social and economic developments 
made it necessary for the BBC to change its 
tone of voice and deliberately move down 
market. This meant setting aside Reithian 
values; the idea of. improving public taste and 
elevating public morals was incompatible with 
a truly popular broadcasting service in the 
sixties. This was obvious already to Sir Ian 
Jacob, Greene's predecessor. It was Greene 
who presided over the regime which brought 
about the transformation. , 

Like Sir William Haley before him, Greene 
was. and remained, a journalist and he 
brought forward the men and women inside 
the BBC who would apply to broadcasting the 
same sceptical and questioning methods which 
elsewhere - in The Sunday Times , for instance 
- were going to change the journalism of the 
sixties. 

The BBC still had its Charter obligations to 
fairness and balance, but Greene saw no 
reason why fairness and balance should not go 
hand In hand with a lively investigation of 
social issues, both in the areas of news and 
current affairs,, and in dramq... 


Thai was the Week that War, the first (in 
fact the only real) satire programme , had a 
dramatic impact (and excellent viewing fi- 
gures) because it seemed to break new ground 
by dealing with political and social subjects in 
a manner, and with n freedom, which had 
never been attempted before. The irreverent 
jesting, and the sharp comment, made every- 
body sit up. All those who were always rqndy 
to attack the BBC for any departure from 
Reithian standards had a field day. But 73V.? 
expressed public mood and signalled the new 
order at the BBC: Greene did not invent the 
programme, but the bright spirits he pro- 
moted inside the organization - notably 
Baverstock, Peacock and Goldie - took their 
lead from him. 

But there was also a dreadful silliness about 
the blows which some felt they had to strike 
for freedom - the delight in pushing in a dirty 
joke here, an obscene gesture there, as if 
colonizing the air, waves for foul language and 
blasphemy was intrinsically meritorious. 

Similarly, a new vogue of realism and 
earthiness overtook the drama department 
and the Wednesday Play caused one sensation 
after another because of the subjects chosen 
and because of the freedom of the language 
and the determination to push out the limits 
of acceptable convention in regard to sex and 
violence. 

All the predictable things happened, from 
Mrs Whitehouse to the politicians. Greene 
stood his ground for most of the time, keep- 
ing a watchful eye on the Chairman of the 
Governors, first Sir Arthur Fforde and then 
Lord Normanbrook. He clearly felt he was 
doing right by the BBC and by the creative 
writers and artists on whom the BBC de- 
pended and so, of course, in many ways he 
was. 

Oreeqe. ducked and weaved, defending suc- 


cessfully for most of the time, hui (he vm 
freedom he demanded put the notion d 
broadcasting at issue. To whom was he 
accountable? He had no satisfactory answer. 
The politicians sniped nnd snapped. TIB 
came off long before the 1964 Election, io 
head olf trouble. Lord Normanbrook stamped 
on The War Came in n warning display of the 
Governors' strength. Finally, Harold Wikoa j 
scotched Greene and put curbs on the BBC I 
by putting Lord Hill into the Chairman’s tut | 
nnd making it clear that Greene was account- 
able to the Governors and through the Gov- 
ernors to the political engines of the Estab- 
lishment. 

Greene retired, disappointed and frus- 
trated, but what else did he expect? Ht 
cannot have expected carte blanche and, any- 
way, the freedoms which he sought to exc- 
els e were inherently limited and depended cn 
a succession of necessary compromises, lit 
accountability process remains one in whkt 
the BBC has large freedoms. The politicks 
still snipe and snap and the job of the DG 
remains one of unremitting vigilance and & 
plomacy. 

Never more so than now, one suspeeb, 
with another obviously political nominee a 
chairman and all the signs that the port- 
permissive age has begun.

Sound true, come clean 


Teaching Humanities in the Micro- 
electronic Age. By Anthony Adams 
and Esmor Jones. 

Open Unive rsity Press £4.95. 

There are still heads who think that 
computers will, like Cuisenaire 
Rods, the Initial Teaching Alphabet 
and Civics Lessons, fade away, 
along with all the other bandwag- 
gons which have proudly marched 
out of the mists, through the brief 
and blinding limelight and on into 
the impenetrable fog of obscurity. 

Adams and Jones rightly remind 
us that microelectronics is not at all 
like that. For one thing it is going 
on outside education, which the Im- 




was not. As a result, the key phrase 
- and I wish I had ten bob for every 
lime I have heard it - is "They are 
here to stay, whether we like it or 
not’’. 

Another misapprehension is that 
computers are something to do with 
maths and not much to do with 
anything else. What this book does 
Is to correct this limited view, and 
remind us that what we are talking 
about here is computer education - 
with the emphasis upon the latter 
word. It demonstrates that what we 
now have is a powerful tool which, 
correctly used, can broaden the 


horizons of the classroom in the arts 
and social science subjects. 

One danger, of course, is that 
micro-computers in school will be 
underestimated or simply misused 
by being limited to drilling and fact- 
acquisition. The very fact that they 
are good at this kind of thing - 
“user-friendly" is the right phrase 
here - and can tart up the whole 
business with little pop-eyed anim- 
als, buzzing noises and what have 
you, makes the danger of sticking at 
that level all the more acute. Adams 
and Jones have much to say about 
this, and also point out that some 
programs which claim to be more 
sophisticated and open-ended may 
actually not be so at all. They cite a

The good simulation, of the kind 
which can involve a group or a class 
in discussion and cooperative de- 
cision-making, is one appropriate 
use. Another is the belter kind of 
"adventure" game, and here too 
Adams and Jones have much prac- 
tical advice to offer. Thev mention - 
briefly, because it was' new when 
they went to press - The Hobbit, an 
adventure based on the Tolkien 
book. We have this in school and it 
is certainly true that exhaustive and 
continuous use has by no means 
come anywhere near to Finding its 
limits. There is an exciting potential 
tool here for the teacher of language 
or literature. 

This is a very useful book. Those 


the less perceptive - which, despite 
its use of questions such as “Hello, 
what is your name?”, is, in fact, 
nothing more than “a classic exam- 
ple of the so-called comprehension 
question that can be answered by 
guesswork without reading a word 
of the text”. 

None of this is easy to break out 
of. For one- thing, the construction 
of, say, simulations in which there is 
no one correct answer, requires 
micro-computers of higher memory 
capacity than the ones initially avail- 
able for schools. The technology, 
however, is rapidly catching up.

Adams and Jones have to tell them 
will still find food for thought and 
perhaps some things with which to 
argue. Those that still regard the 
micro with cynicism or suspicion 
ought to swallow their fears and 
study it with care. 

One obvious problem in this field 
is that of keeping up to date. There 
is no easy solution but Adams and 
Jones - and the OU Press - have 
done the best possible job, and 
much of the information is at the 
time of publication only a matter of 
weeks old.

Four Contemporary Novelists. By 
Kerry McSweeney. 

Scolar Press £16.50. 

Kerry McSweeney. who works in 
the English department of a Cana- 
dian university, is concerned about 
the effect that aendemic theory and 
criticism have had upon modern 
novelists, making it hard for them to 
tell stories about the life around 
them without self-conscious refer- 
ence 10 the nature or art of fiction, 
constant reminders to the reader 
that the writer is making something 
up. Here he brings together a quar- 
tet of serious, ambitious novelists 
who have been able to combine “the 
inevitable self-consciousness of the 
present day with the representation- 
al and communicative strengths of 
the traditional novel". Angus Wil- 
son, Brian Moore, John Fowles arid 
V S Naipawl, he says, are writers 
who “have made the reader-writer 
contract more complex” but have 
“never undermined its representa- 
tional basis*'. 

Brian Moore is an Ulsterman who 
moved to Canada and then the Un-' 
ited States. His most popular novel. 
The Luck of Ginger Coffey, was a 
plausible and informative comedy 
about the sufferings of an Irish im- 
migrant in Canada. Moore's work 
has been generally studied in the 
context of Canadian or Northern 
Irish writing. Similarly. V S 
Naipaul's work is most often discus- 
sed in the context of “Common- 
wealth literature". He is a Trinida- 
dian ot East Indian background: his 
early stories of Caribbean life fascin- 
ated readers with exotic informa- 
tion. Since then he lias become an 
expert on the Third World, mor- 
osely contemplating societies which 
seem “marginal” - formless suburbs 
of the world. 


The two Englishmen might seem 
quite different. Angus Wilson was 
seen in the fifties as a “committed” 
realistic writer, very sharp on class 
distinction and oppression, bold and 
serious about sexual morality. Smart 
and witty, he was applauded as a 
new, left-wing version of Evelyn 
Waugh. Now, with eight novels to 
his credit. Sir Angus is admired 
more for his experiment and fantasy 
than for his realism and political 
argument. John Fowles in the sixties 
won popular success with a straight- 
forward, gripping storv, The Collec- 
tor, about a deranged kidnapper: his 
earlier novel. The Magus, was pub- 
lished later - a much more self- 
conscious and experimental book, as 
was The French Lieutenant's 
Woman. , 

There Is something of Dickens 
about all four. First, they are deter- 
mined to write persuasively about a 
whole community, . not just one or 
two souls. Secondly, they are not 
afraid to break nway from realism 
into something more other-wordly. 
“Call it surrealist, call it supernatu- 
ral, call It metaphysical or what the 
devil you like,” to' use the language 
of one of Sir Angus's bluff clowns. 
McSweeney's book will help readers 
to be rnoie precise than that. 
Among the points he notices is the 
importance of parent-child (rather 
than sexual) relationships to these 
novelists, and also the sense all four 
have (not just Mooie and Naipnul) 
of living in a disintegrating, unconfi- 
dent society: he aptly quotes the 
sad. stem verses of Philip Larkin to 
illuminate their self-consciousness as 
they attempt the dual target of an I 
honest story-teller - in John Fow- 
les's words, “to sound true and to 
come clean".

T here are so many programs, 
with LOGO in their titles that, 
are available for so many and 
various prices that the inno- 
cent purchaser can hardly be 
blamed forgiving up and buying the 
cheapest. This would be a mistake. 

It is not clear to me that the more; 
expensive programs are necessarily 
any better. For Logo has become a 
buzzword; some publishers think that 
anything with Logo in the title will 
sell, but many programmers have 
hurled themselves into providing 
Logo-tided programs that are cjuite 
inadequate to enable the educational 
experience that Logo has been de- 
signed to provide. For, if their prog- 
ramming experience is solely BASIC, 
their understanding of computing con- 
cepts is inevitably limited to those few 
pioneered 25 years ago, and they are 
not aware of the subtle simplicities 
that more modern ’languages have 
mnde available. They drum to provide 
certain capabilities which, in fact, they 
have not provided, mis-naming some 

S uite other capability which Logo 
oes not find useful. 

I am. therefore, not going to review 
individual packages beyond u brief 
comment, but try to provide n buyer's 
guide, which can also serve as a 
supplier's guide on what should be in a 
Logo package, and why. 

Logo is not a graphics drawing tool. 
Turtle graphics is Logo applied to the 
domain or geometrical drawing and is 
no more important than Logo applied 
to text manipulation and lists, mecha- 
nics, or a nost of other domains. 
However, Turtle Logo has a certain 
primacy, since, for both youngsters 
and their teachers, the drawings on 
the screen - or, for young 'uns, the 
turtle walking round the floor - pro- 
vide an immediate, understandable, 
enjoyable feedback that any Piagetian 
educationist will relish.

Christopher Portway goes dog-sledging 
in Greenland 


We all have preconceived notions of 
Oreenland. It is a land inhabited bv 
igloo-living Eskimos angling for fish 
through holes in the ice. It is a land of 
eternal night, a land of little more than 
frozen granite upon which seals and 
polar bears waddle and over which the 
occasional explorer explores. 

But I remembered the similar no- 
tions I had conjured up about other 
territories on the periphery of Antarc- 
tica; those of Iceland, the far north of 
Norway, Alaska, Canada’s Yukon 
and Northwest Territories, and Siber- 
ia and how, one by one, these illusions 
shattered as I discovered for myself 
the facts behind the popular image. 

Eric the Red crops up in both 
Iceland and Greenland. He had a lot 
to do with the early colonization of 
Iceland and many people link the 
discovery of Greenland with his arriv- 
al there in 982. Yet Greenland had 
been home for a tough little people 
long before then. Thousands of years 
ago Eskimoes, pushing in from Arctic 
Canada, inhabited the world's largest 
Island to soueeze from the country and 
sea around it the resources necessary 
for the support of life in an environ- 
ment as harsh as any on earth. 

Enterprise was not Eric's only tal- 
ent) He was also (rouble-prone. Bom 
m Norway, his violent temper brought 
him a manslaughter charge necessitat- 
“83 quick getaway to Iceland where 
ne settled on the north-western coast 
with his family. A short while here and 
ht was indiscreet enough to kill again 
“jteng an argument, an act that re- 
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suited in his banishment. This time 
Eric headed west to reach the south- 
westernmost shore of Greenland 
where he explored the huge fjords and 
was greatly impressed by the almost 
uninhabited but not entirely fruitless 
land. 

His period of exile served, lie 
returned to Iceland to mount an 
expedition with a view to permanent 
settlement of his new-found territory 
which he called Greenland, more as a 
public relations ploy than an accurate 
description. In 985 his expeditionary 
force of some 450 men, women and 
children in 34 seagoing Viking ships 
set sail. The voyage was hard, storms 
and ice topk their toll and only 14 
vessels reached land. But with the 
survivors were enough domestic ani- 
mals, arms, tools and resources to 


provide the rudiments of a settlement. 
The European occupation of Green- 
land had begun. 


The relics of Eric the Red can be 
seen this day though few visitors come 
■ to Greenland. Which is a pity. Howev- 
er it must be said that Greenland is not 

g eared to mass tourism; nor does it 
arbour illusions of competing In the 
Costa Brava stakes. Its sea is undeni- 
ably cold, and though the sun can burn 
you don't feel it doing so. 

To appreciate the wonders of this 
huge and lonely northern isle you have 
to be n certain calibre of visitor; one 
that finds joy in the simple life, the 
great outdoors, a rough trek and an

overnight sojourn in a tent or a cabin 
where the dawn presents a sight to be 
remembered long after the event. 

One point of arrival is Narssars- 
suaq, originally an American airbase 
with its former mess hall turned Into 
the simple but expensive Arctic hotel. 
Three hours down- fjord by Iceberg- 
dodging motorboat is Narssaq, 
Greenland's second “town” (after 
Godthaab, the capital) of about 1 ,800 
citizens, a number of neat little hotels, 
a restaurant of surprising sophistica- 
tion and a supermarket or two where 
food and provisions, subsidized by the 
Danish Government, can be purch- 
ased at near-British prices. 

Within easy reach of both places are 
the excavated sites of Brat (ah lid. 
home of Eric the Red and his Vikings, 
the iceberg-spawning Qooruq Glacier 
at the head or the fjord littered with its 
offspring in sensational hues of blue 
and green; and Igaliko, a tiny village 
and sheep station among meadows of 


another fiord ringed by 
walk and camp in si 


mountains. 


green grass, barley and an abundance 
of wild flowers that stand beside yet 
another fjord ringed by mountains. To 
walk and camp in such a summer 
landscape is the elixir for the visitor in 
search of a world unsotled by human 
avarice. 

But if the short summer season in 
Greenland can be a heady experience 
it- can be matched by that provided by 
an unbelievable winter. 


For my winter visit 1 landed from 
Helgi Jonsson's spruce little Mitsu- 
bishi air taxi on the londy air strip at 
Kulusuk on the east coast, some 360 
desolate miles north of Narssarssuaq, 
Our small group had flown from 
Reykjavik airport and we were to 
continue the journey by helicopter 
across a brilliant white barrier of 
mountains to the township of 
Angmagssalik perched above the 
frozen waters of the fjord of the same 
name. 

The reason for this second visit was 
to go dog-sledging; surely one of the 
more original variations of winter- 
sporting and for this we were based at 
Kelly Nicolaisen’s warm and cosy 
Angmagssalik Hotel with views over 
the town and fjord as magnificent as 
that of the most sensatio null y-situa ted 
Alpine hostelry anywhere. 

As well as being a township, a hotel 
and n fjord, Angmagssalik is. also an 
island about 20 miles across though, 
with the fjord frozen and snow- 
covered, this is not apparent. The 
town's main occupation is fishing and, 
in winter, its boats lie gripped in 10 
feet of ice. For winter visitors it is a 
region worth exploring with icebergs 
as destinations in a winter vastness. 
Cross-country skiing is another activ- 


ity while, for photographers, a totally- 
absorbing trip is the helicopter tour to 
the Helheim glacier and the edge of 


the great ice-cap. But I had come for 
the dog-sledging. 

Following a preliminary afternoon's 
sledge-ride over the fjord, our first full

day's journey was across the island to 
the tiny hamlet of Ikoteq housing just 
seven families who live by hunting senl 
and polar bear. It is an exciting route, 
made more so by some long, steep 
descents - which become gruelling 
ascents on the return trip - through 
mountain passes and over frozen lakes 
amid enthralling scenery. 

About the only “skill" needed for 
sledge-travel is (he ability to hang on 
for, on the downhill slides, the slcdcu, 
hauled by between eight and twelve 
friendly Greenland huskies, swings 
alarmingly from side to side while 
taking the bumps - ledges and snow- 
hidden boulders - at speed.

Again on the steeper 
downhill sections a speeding sledge is 
liable to catch up with its fast-running 
dog-team which results in chaos of 
tumbling, yelping, sometimes dragged 
huskies, with the driver frantically 
attempting to untangle a cats-cradle of 
cord aog-leads, whipping-in of the idle 
or disobedient, and wila cursing of all 
and sundry.

Behind the iron arras 


Even for the most determined oppo- 
nents of package travel, some parts of 
the world are nest explored that way. 
Our one-week visit to the USSR with 
Thomson Holidays convinced us of 
this. Without knowing people there or 
speaking and reading the language , to 
go there independently would have 
been exhausting and expensive, and 
we would have seen and discovered: 
much less. 

Our package provided three nights 
in Leningrad and four in Moscow, air 
travel both ways, full board in central, 
luxury hotels, rail transport between 
the two ciiies, and the services of 
Thomson representatives as well as 
the impressively professional Imourist 
guides. We went in mid-March and 
paid a basic £260 each; optional extra 
trips cost us a further £$5. 

The Intourist guides accompanied 
all trips, introducing landmarks and 
commenting en route - not altogether 


objectively, to put it mildly - on Sovjel 
life and Russian history. They were all 
attractive, friendly, youngish women 


who had spent at least two years 
Studying English (and sometimes, 
other languages loo) before a third 
year of training for the job of introduc- 
ingvisitors to the USSR. 

The words "our country" cropped 
up very often in the commentaries. 
Inevitably, the guides dished out to us 
the Party provender oil which they 
had been fed. Soviet history teachers 
must have short memories: a bright 
young Lithuanian guide was no less 
strong than the others on the Party 
line. 

There was a choice of alternative 
“trips" and no need, of course, to take 
any of them. An art historian chose to 
spend all his time at the Hermitage 
and Pushkin collections, and prefer- 



be passed by or seer scrappily from 
otic s place in the crowd. But indepen- 
dent gallery-goers have to queue end- 
lessly at the entrance; and merely to 
find one's way round those vast, 
nificcnt collections would be a

problem. Even to those who have 
done their homework on the Russian 
alphabet, familiar names like Van 
Gogh and Poussin Look very strange in 
Cyrillic letters. 

Most of the trips on offer were 
excellent, and there was a free half- 
day tour, of the city. The Leningrad 
programme included visits to the main 
museums, to opera and ballet nt the 
Karov (the old Marinsky! Theatie, to 
. the circus, to the Metro, and a twenty-

mile drive 10 Pushkin, (Tsarskoe Selo, 
the old Summer Palace of the Tsars), 
which was destroyed during the last 
war and is still being lavishly and 
faithfully rebuilt. 

The heart of the Moscow pro- 
gramme was of course Red Square, 
and the Kremlin with its splendid chur- 
ches, the 6 ,OOD-scat Palace of Congres- 
ses. Lenin's tomb and the heavy pre- 
sence of the Soviet govciiment. We 
were even told that one of the dark- 
windowed black limousines we saw 
driving in through the main Kremlin 
gate was taking Mr Andropov to liis 
morning's work. 

Moscow trips also included Tol- 
stoy’s home town, the Museum of the 
Red Army, the Lenin Museum, ballet 
at the Bolshoi Theatre, the permanent 
Exhibition of Economic Achieve- 
ments of the USSR, the magnificent 
Pushkin Fine Arts Museum, a kinder- 
garten on a housing estate, and a 
sample of Moscow's ornate Metro 
stations. 

The conducted visits hud several 
advantages. The Imourist guides were 
well briefed, travelling by coach saved 
time, and - most valuable of all - we 
unashamedly crushed queues and tick- 
et barriers. In the USSR, entrance to 
theatres and gnllerics, like other desir- 
able commodities, is in short supply. 
They solve the problem, not by raising 

E rices as wc decadent capitalists do, 
ut by graft and by priority for 
tourists. Our tickets for good scats nt 
top performances - Les Sylph ides at 
the Kirov nnd Rlteingoltl ut the Bol- 
shoi - cost £3 each at our hard- 
currency rate, so would be even 
cheaper in roubles. But the audiences 
look as sophisticated, elegant and 
unprolelarian as their Covent Garden 
counterparts. 

The company of our fellow-packa- 

S srs was an unexpected pleasure. In 
le USSR, local people are difficult to 
talk to, and it is not only the language 
barrier that scotches an exchange of 
ideas. So it was good that we enjoyed 
the company which, like greatness on 
Malvolio, was thrust upon us. 

We were a very mixed bag, a

heterogeneous cross-section of ages, 
outlooks, jobs, classes and English 
home-districts. We were united by our 
interest in the USSR , by being thrown 
together willy-nilly for meals and 
excursions every day, and by being - 
for this one week - all in the same 
boat. In the same bus. should we say? 
So it was interesting to compare 
impressions and expenences. 

In one week a plane-land of stran- 
gers became a group of friends. 


tc who travelled together from York- 
shire without their husbands and chi I* 
dren. 

Of course "real Russians" who 
speak English or borne other western 
language, and will (ulk openly, arc 
precious as caviare to European visi- 
tors. We were lucky - through a friend 
who recently worked in Moscow ns 
xtrt of his Russian course at an 
nglish university - to have such 
introductions in each city. Our two 
evenings with them were liighspots of 
our visit. Both were young men in 
their early twenties, intelligent, well- 
informed, humorous, and with west- 
ern contacts. Both, one way or 
another, were stymied by the rdgime. 
Most people, they suid, were dissi- 
dents but saw no hope of change. They 
had tn learn to live with it. 

Would they like to leave? Yes, said 
Dmitri, but nc couldn't. Sergei had 
relations outside Russia, so might be 
able to. But it would mean [caving 
home, country, family, friends unc 
career to go where he would always be 
a foreigner. If he stayed in the USSR 
the duplicity nnd danger would never 
end, and his children would he brain- 
washed from their first days at school. 
Bleak options. 

Did we then sec only wliut the 
Imourist wallahs prescribed for us? 
Probably yes, apart from our Russian 
contacts and our roamings in streets, 
parks, shops, buses und trams. One 
day wc found ourselves, with our 
guide, at an orthodox funeral service. 
Two old women lay in open coffins 
while around them ancient babushkas 
mourned them, chanting in antiphony 
with a censer-swinging priest. Most of 
us felt intrusive andembarrassed. Why 
ever did they let us barge in on such a 1 
solemn, intimate occasion? A social 
worker from Durham was less naive. 
"To show us, of course, that such 
things go on," she answered; and no 
doubt was right. 

Another day we saw a huge crowd 
queuing in the street. “What are they 
waiting for?" someone asked our 
guide. "I see no aueue" she 
answered, incontrovertible as Nelson 
on a different occasion. 

Nevertheless it was a great week, 
strenuous, stimulating, saddening and 
enjoyable. We warmly recommend it.

Another Hale publication Fnulti 
(£8.50) by Sheila Gear opens with the 
ominous phrase “Few people ever 
come out lo Fou la" and there is some 
implication that the 40 or so residents 
are quite content that this is so. For 
this tiny island, 14 miles west ol (he 
mainland of Shetland, has its own way 
of life in which pleasures and 
hardships mingle. Only those who 
have experienced such a life can 
understand its appeal, but renders of 
this excellent book will obtain a 
comprehensive, if secondhand, appre- 
ciation of r remote piece of land and 
its character, legends, wildlife and 
year-long activities. 

More conventional tourist activities 
are well-served by the Ward Lock 
series of regional guides. Two just 
issued deal with Scotland and with 
South- Easi England and East Anglia 
(each £3.95). Tours bused on well- 
known centres take (he motorist to the 
highlights of towns, villages and coun- 
try. Inevitably selective when a great 
slice of Britain is packed in 160 pages, 
there is nevertheless reliable informa- 
tion in plenty upon which to decide 
where to go and what to see cn route 
und on arrival. 

Complementary inducements to 
travel spring from the scintillating 
collections of annotated colour photo- 
graphs in a pair of Country Life 
Picture Books, Royal Scotland and 
Royal London (each £7.95). There is a

These arid much more are 
happily revealed. 

Tnere are noteworthy additions 
to the Robert Hale series, in particu- 
lar new Portrait Books of Exeter 
(£8.50) by Bryan Little, Lincolnshire 
(£8.95) &y M Lloyd, Windermere 
(£8.95) by C D Taylor, and Solent 
(£9.25) by B Shurlock. 

Mr Little wrote about Exeter and 
some neighbouring townships in 
another book published some 30 years 
ago. Now lie concentrates on the city 
and recent developments, such as ii 
shopping precinct, a maritime 
museum und a vastly expanded uni- 
versity. Bill Mr Little remuins 
strongest on the historical background 
and its relationship to the contempor- 
ary scene. 

Windermere nnd the Solent arc 
contrasting waters and their protagon- 


ists give different emphases to their 
accounts. Mr Taylor is sensitive to the 
scenery and the romance of the lake 
and its surroundings. The character nf 
the landscape, and that of its inhabi- 
tants. appeal. Thu Solent is more 
industrialized, though hv extending 
his scope to Southampton Water and 
Spilhend, and dealing with the north- 
ern shores of the Isle of Wight, Mr 
Shurlock has yachting ami the usual 
seaside amenities also in his brief. 

Mr Lloyd’s contribution is satisfac- 
torily in harmony with the best of the 
Portrait books. Lincolnshire is not, 
overall , a prime attraction for tourists, 
which is curious since it lias within its 
bounds a noble cathedral, pleasing 
villages and mi extensive coastline. All 
these, and tiic industry suui the inten- 
sive farming, are encompassed. 

Smaller communities arc the theme 
of Patricia Sibley's isle of Wight 
Villages (Hale, £9.50). The physical 
characteristics of the villages, stories 
of their well-known (and some less 
distinguished) residents, and other 
anecdotes - factual or hen trovatu - 
make an agreeable melange. 

Finally, some Batsford books not lo 
be missed include a new series, with 
opening titles Cornish Landscapes, 
South Coast Landscapes, Yorkshire 
Landscapes and Lake District Land- 
scapes (each £4.95). High class colour 
plates and n generous (if occasionally 
misleading) text convey the charm of 
these popular areas. 

The north-east is featured also in 
Yorkshire Moorlands (Batsford, 
£8.95) by Maurice Coldbeck, who 
mingles history, archaeology and the 
fascination of the moors, not least 
llklev. 

West of England Market Towns 
(Batsford, £6.95) by M Colwell res- 
tricts its selling to Somerset, Wilt- 
shire. Oxford, Hereford and Worces- 
ter, Gloucestershire and Avon, a 
peculiarly arbitrary choice of hoiiiirl- 
aries. Why did smite places evolve as 
market centres? Why did some flour- 
ish and others doeuy? What goes on in 
them nnd what is there to see there? 
Good answers, nicely illustrated, may 
ut tract even more visitors to these 
towns.

Snnp, crackle und pop! it was 7am but 
these weren't breakfast-cereal noises.

Bud anti Mich, a pair of bottle-nosed 
dolphins, delighted and drenched the 
crowd with a dual high-jump which is 
port of their show ut the "Dolphins of 
the Deep Theatre". 

There arc thrill-rides at Busch Gar- 
dens too with floating logs which carry 
you alone a watery 1 .ftOfl ft course and 
plunge down a 42 ft drop while Ihe 
Python and the Scorpion plunge 70 ft 
at 50 mph and then whirl through 
360-degree loops. The newest attrac- 
tion is the Congo River Rapids, a 
raging, roaring white-water raft ride 
travelling a l,3Wl ft winding course, 
past gushing geysers and through 
cascading waterfalls soaking us to the 
skin. Luckv there are 3bl sunny days 
to dry out! 

A mile up the coast from Redington 
Beach at 18328 Gulf Boulevard on an 
acre of sunbleached beachfront, is the 
Bird man of Indian Shores, also known 
as the St Francis of Florida. Ralph 
Heath, a 35-year-old zoologist, who 
runs the Suncoast Seabird Sanctuary, 
a non-profit organization dedicated to 
the rescue, repair, recuperation and, 
hopefully, eventual release of sick or 
injured birds, especially seabirds. 

Brown pelicans, cormorants, white 
herons, bald eagles and barn owls fill 
the pens and cages. Some, alas, are 
blinded or permanently crippled and 
are, therefore, inmates for life. Most 
of the brown pelicans (now on the 
endangered species list) are injured by 
monofilament fishing-line and fish 
hooks. However, much to Ralph's 
delight some of the permanently crip- 
pled brown pelicans are now breed- 
ing. Each day nround 500 non-paying 
guests consume some 800 lbs of fish. 
The annual food bill alone amounts to 
112,000. In addition, the sanctuary 
has to buy medical supplies and cover 
administrative costs - it depends on 
voluntary donations. 

Ralph found his first injured bird, a 
cormorant with a broken wing on Gulf 
Boulevard, in 1971. Since that time he 
has acquired a rescue-boat and hospit- 
al with veterinary surgeons, who give 
their services free, and this is now the | 
largest bird-hospital in the US with 
birds brought in from all over the 
country by car and by plane. Two 
sky-divers found an injured baby tern, 
flew it to Tampa and then hitch-hiked 
from the airport to the sanctuary.

We took a 30-minute boat-ride on 
the “St Nicholas II" with HO-ycar-ukl 
Nicholas Skilas who has been sponge- 
diving for 37 years mid watched hint 
put on his helmet and lead hoots each 
of which weigh 12 lbs. He was lowered 
overboard and five minutes later sur- 
faced holding up a slimy object - an 
untreated sponge. He didn’t talk lo us 
because he still cannot speak English! 

Everything seemed to be called 
Nicholas. The St Nicholas Greek 
Orthodox Cathedral is a replica of St 
Sophia’s in Istanbul but with an Amer- 
ican touch - wall-to-wall pink shag- 
pile carpeting. 

In the southern part of the Pinellas 
Suhcoast is St Petersburg with its 
“Million Dollar" Pier. This is an 
inverted pyramid structure with a 
collection of restaurants and an 
observation deck with a splendid view 
across Tampa Bay. 

Nearby floats HMS Bounty, an 
authentic re-creation of lhe eight- 
eenth century ship in which Fletcher 


tyrannical Captain Bligh in I7K9. It 
was built from the original blueprints 
stored in the British Museum when 
MGM made Ihe film Mutiny on thr 
Bounty. 

A few blocks away arc the Sunken 
Gardens which are full of incredible 
plants. This exotic jungle has 5,0(11) 
different plants and flowers and u 
mile-long pathway winds through tro- 
pical vegetation. Monkeys swing from 
tree to tree, flamingoes, parrots and 
peacocks disport themselves in the 
world's largest walk-in aviary nnd 
alligators lie, scini-suhinerged, in a 
lagoon. "A nice pair of suitcases !" a 
man from Ohio wisecracked. 


Also at St Petersburg is the newly- 
npeued Salvador Dali Museum, it 
houses the world’s largest collection of 
works by the famous Spanish surreal- 
ist . They were donated to the state of 
Florida hy a Cleveland industrialist 
and his wife whu had formed a 40-year 
friendship with Dali and his wife, 
Gala. 

About four miles south of out 
apartment lies Madeira Beach where 
on Sundays the Wagon Wheels Rea 
Market sells everything from wallpap- 
er to waterbeds. For 50 cents (the 

f irice of parking your car) it makes 
oscillating browsing. 

Madeira Beach is separated from 
Treasure Island hy a 590 ft inlet called 
John’s Pass. By 1875 a meandering 
little bridge had been built over it and 
shops flourished nearby for the local 
fishing trade. This bridge was rebuilt 
in 1927 and in 1971 was replaced. Tie 
village formed alongside the pass 
revitalized the area which now in- 
cludes n variety of boutiques, galler- 
ies. restaurants and shops and a new 
boardwalk over the waters of Johns 
Pass. , . . 

One of the reasons for our tnp to 
the Pinellas Suncoast was to see a 
particular shop in John’s Pass Village, 
called "Maggie’s Treasures . My 
I brother mid his wife had just bought it. 
having emigrated from _ Monmoutn

Katmandu? You'll never regret it. Not 
only is the capital of Nepal worth 
seeing, it is worth going half way 
around the world to see. Even for 
those of us who don't climb the 
majestic Himalayas, just being in their 
presence makes us feel 10 feet tall. I. 
used to believe that the young wander- 
ers who grew starry-eyed, nostalgically 
sighing praises of Nepal, were really 
yearning for the drugs they used to get 
there.

trap myself. I’ll say it - the Nepalese 
people have a lightness of spirit that 
trancends their poor material cir- 
cumstances.

TTiere is no perceptible resentment of 
travellers, tne smiles are not calcu- 


lated, the courtesy seems spon- 
taneous. One hypothesis to explain 
some of the differences between the 


people of Nepal and those of many 
other Asian countries is that Nepal 
was never conquered by Europeans. 

The service people are attentive, 
but not fawning or obsequious. Taxi 
drivers charge by the meter. What 
more could one ask? A very agreeable 
hotel, that's what.

And she brought forth her firstborn 
son, and wrapped him in swaddling 
clothes and laid him in a manger; 
because there whs no room for them in 
the inn. We had heard the story a 
hundred times before - but never 
quite like this. 

Candles sizzled and flickered in the 
small grotto with fire blackened walls 
and hung with ornate brnss lamps 
beneath the Church of the Nativity m 
Bethlehem. A young school tenc’her 
read the story arid we listened, therein 
the stable-cave where it happened 
almost two thousand years ago. 

We sang 0 Little I'own of Beth- 
lehem and sat there in the quiet. A 
group of French pilgrims crouchedon 
the floor and sang psalms and sacred 
verses and left. And I had a few 
moments totally alone. 

There are many ways of seeing the 
Holy Places in Israel - package tour, 
backpacking, individually with guide 
books, or with an official Israeli tour 
leader. Ours, I think, was the best - 
whatever one’s belief, or lack of it. 


The small party was led by an English 
theologian ana his wife who know and 
love the land, value authenticity 
above drama and do as much justice to 
the shrines of Islam and Judaism as to 
those of Christianity. 

In Toxteth in the 1950s, a young 
vicar took a group of Protestant and 
Catholic schoolboys abroad on holi- 
day.

Church of All Nations where it is 
forever evening. Inside its mosaic 
domes and arches nre dark blue and 
gold over the traditional Rock of 
Agony where Jesuspraycd and the 
disciples fell asleen. The thick stained 
windows nre purple and deep indigo. 

We entered the old city the next 
morning by the gate where Stephen 
whs stoned and visited the ruins of the 
Poo! of Bethcsda. the healing medi- 
cinal baths of biblical times. We sat in 
the calm and lovely Crusader Church 
of St Anne, h|] warm heige stone 
vaults and arches. 

There should be a lot of silences in 
‘he. Holy Land, the Venerable Peter 
Mallctt, Managing Director of Inter 
Church, believes. Presentation gets in 
the way. The laud spenks for itself. 

“We are not just an ordinary tour 
operator. There arc other pilgrimage 1 
organizations, but frankly they’re in 
the business oF selling scats on aero- 
planes. We provide an experience. 
Whether you are an intensely Christ- 
ian person or not you want to enter 
emotionally into it. A lot who aren't 
church goers want a little of this.” 

We moved away from Christianity 
for u while. Guards checked our bags 
before we were allowed on to the 
Haram esh-Sharif. the Noble Sanctu- 
ary. the huge platform built by Herod 
the Great on Mt Moriah. 

Elizabeth Benton looked after our 
shoes as we padded over the thick 
carpels of the Dome of the Rock. The 
enormous stone in the centre is encir- 
cled by arcades of marble -columned 
arches in perfect mathematical 
rhythm. Representation of living 
beings is forbidden and the mosaics 
are blue and gold geometric circles 
and squares and lines from the Koran 


in scarlet - a relief after some of the 
apalling pnintings in some of the 
churches. But sitting to admire it is not 
allowed. J perched myself for a mo- 
ment on a ledge and was immediately 
moved on hy guards. Rest is onlv for 
(hose on their knees! 

As we descended through ihe 
Moors' Gate, we were met by noise 
like a Saturday fool hall crowd. 1 
looked down to ihe huge square 
foundation stones of The Temple 
Mount - the Wailing Wall, the Jews* 
most holy place - the closest they can, 
get to the Temple. 

The men in their black hats and long 
coats swayed and prayed and read the 
scriptures facing the wall, and on their 
side women wrote nrayers on smnl) 
bits uf paper and pushed them into the 
cracks between ihe stones. Hundreds 
of men gathered round the different 
bar miizviih ceremonies, clapping 
singing and taking video films of the 
young boys reading the scriptures in 
public for the first lime. Women were 
standing on chairs and shouting and 
throwing sweets. They hnd confetti in 
their hair. 

Later that morning we sat on some 
Roman steps on the eastern slope of 
Ml Sion in the shade of huge pine 
trees. This was the path until very 
recently from the village uf Siloain in 
the Kidron Valley lo Jerusalem. “One 
can sny with certainty that Jesus and 
the disciples would have come this 
way on the night he was arrested," 
Michael Benton said, “He would have 
been brought up these steps.'' 

We walked along the Vin Dolorosa 
Lhe next morning in the central shrine 
of Christendom, the Holy Sepulchre, 
site of Calvary and the tomb of Christ. 
Six branches of the church occupy the 


huge Crusader building, Latin Catho- 
lics, Greek Orthodox. Armenians, 
Syrians, Copts and Ethiopians. There 
is no peace or tranquility here wit h the 
Warring chants and scaffolding and 
workmen busy on the restoration. But 
the rock where the crucifixion took 
place has been a place of pilgrimage 
since 30 a n. 

Our fourth day we left Jerusalem 
and drove east into the Judean Desert. 
Wc passed brand new Israeli settle- 
ments. und croups of Bedouin tents 


and a mph which said “Sea Level" and 
plunged down a further 1.301) feet into 
the flu t rift valley of the Jordan. 

We visited Qumrnn where the Dead 
Sea Scrolls were discovered in 1947 by 
a shepherd and drove on south to 
Masada, die greai flat lopped rock 
where 9h0 Zealots put themselves to 
death rather thnn be token bv the 
Romans in 73ad. Two women and five 
children hid. and lived to tell the tale. 

It was very very hot - easy to 
understand how 6W million gallons 
evaporate from the Dead Sen each 
day. There are leopards here in the 
Judean wilderness scorpions, pythons 
and brown widow spiders. The desert 
acacia grows nui of ihe dust. 

We floated in the Dcnd Sea at En 
Gedi. famous in biblical limes for its 
date palms, vineyards, aromatic nnd 
medicinal plants, close to a copper age 
temple in use 5.0UU years ago. And we 
queued for ice creams next to young 
girl and hoy Israeli soldiers,' guns 
casually slune over their shoulders. 

Jericho is ihe lowest town on earth 
and. some say. the oldest. We saw 
remains front II.QODnc and drank 
juice squeezed from local oranges 
kent in the fridge. 1 stood in the ice 
eojd water of Elisha's spring which 
irrigates this oasis with l.CHJU gallons 
of water a minute. There are the 
remiiiiis of Crusader sugar mills here, 
ami of refugee camps where 70,01)0 
Palestinians lived before ]9ft7. 

Wc returned lo Jerusalem and stop- 
ped at Bethany. I bought a bunch of 
grapes from a young girl called 
Martha, freshly cut from the vine in 
her garden. 


On Thursday, we left for Galilee on 
the road leading north from the 
Damascus Gate to Samaria. We pas- 
sed the hill of Beans and the un- 
finished summer palace of King Hus- 
sein. We swam in the Mediterranean 
at Caesarea, the city of Pontius Pilate, 
after a lunch of tnhina, humus, auber- 
gine. fish and fruit. Then on again 
across the Carmel Mountains, and 
through a village called Balfourea to 
Tiberius on lhe shores of Lake Kin- 
neret. ihe Sea of Galilee. 

In the morning we drove north 
along the lake passed the orange, 
lemon and grapefruit groves of tne 
Kibbutz Ginnosar which farms the 
fertile plain here, and banana planta- 
tions and avocados. Michael Benton 
said the Eucharist and passed the 
bread and wine on the Mount of the 
Beatitudes under tall eucalyptus trees 
overlooking the Sea of Galilee. 

We visited Nazareth Inter on, and 
the huge modern and, to my mind, 
tidy Basilica of the Annunciation. 
Michael and Elizabeth didn't show us 


the carpenter's bench where Joseph 
worked or the place where Ihe young 
Jesus slept, "j can't bear it when 


people say ciitagorically ‘it was there*, 
it does the Christian faith a disser- 
vice." Michael said. 

We had a hair-raising drive by taxi 
up to Mi Tabor, traditional silo of the 
transfiguration and then down to the 
River Jordan where a group of pil- 
grims were being “born again 6 bv total 
immersion. 

On our last day we took a boat 
across the lake to the pioneer kibbutz 
of the eastern shore founded in 1937 
and swain there in the calm waters just 
beneath the Golan Heights. 

When the sun rose behind us on 
Sunday morning we had been a long 
time on the road to Tel Aviv. In eight 
days wc had seen far too much. But 
would not know how to miss any of it. 
And there had been sonic silences. It 
was as gentle and reflective a way of 
seeing some or the busiest and most 
popular tourist sites in the world as is 
possible. Timeless days which will last 
For ever.

David Wickers takes a memorable voyage in Turkish waters 


We came at night, landing ut Izmir in 
mild confusion since its airport's name 
sounds distinctly like “Chile". It was 
our first encounter with Turkey's 
unique language which is not unlike an 
autistic game of scrabble. Wc would 
soon be delighted to find out that this 
was the one place in the world where 
you could walk into a restaurant, say 
something like yuck sick to the waiter 
and be presented with a bottle of wine. 

We, three men in a boat as it 
happens, were in Turkey to sail along 
its southern coast, a barren, unappe- 
tizing landscape broken by deep bays, 
some bare, some surprisingly wooded 
like overipe Norwegian fjords. There 
are occasional, only occasional, vil- 
lages lying in the sun like tired dogs, 
all still mercifully undiscovered by 
tourists, at least in any state of 
abundance. 

Noah's Ark landed in Turkey, on 
17,000 foot Mount Ararat in Asia 
Minor. Our boat, the good ship Mar- 
casha fa 28-foot Maxi, for the nautical 
record) was herthed nt Bodrun, a 
four-hour drive south from Izmir 
through crumpled, shadow scenery 
struck by a brillinnt moon and marked 
by now and then towns and villages 
and the crowded worlds of men in 
cafes, bathed in cold fluorescence. By 
the time we reach Bodrun's marina 
and its nocturnal muzak of steel 
halyards chattering against the face of 
a hundred masts, it was far too late to 
focus on anything but bed and the 
goodnight battle of yuk sik, a “wel- 
come aboard and goodnight” gesture 
provided by Yachlours, the British 
boating company that has pioneered 
sailing in these delicious waters. 

Goodnights, however, are hard lo ; 
come by in Bodrun. At five in the : 
morning the mullah ascended lo the : 
top of his minaret to call the devout to 
prayer and infidels to mutter profani- 
ties. But Bodrun, by the smoky blue 
light of dawn was worth being woken 
for. The town is a Balkan StTropez, a 

E air of crescent bays lined with fishing 
oats and backed by a maze of narrow 
streets where you!! find shops that 
don't sell touristy knick knacks. 

Bodrun's dominating glory is its 
castle, a crusader mega-fortress that 
butts out into the sea between the twin 
bays. You enter its pine-scented pre- 
cinct, filled with the ratty call of 
jackdaws and casually strewn with 
ancient artifacts like rejects from a 
china factory. Inside you’ll find one 
of the world's finest underwater 
archaeological museums which in- 
cludes the wreck of a Bronze Age ship 
that sank off these shores more than 
3,000 years ago and other submerged 
treasures including a brilliant collec- 
tion of Islamic glass. In another room 
of the castle you’ll also meet a Turk 
dressed as a Knight of Si John and 
selling glasses of yuk sik, his costume 
on loan from the British Museum. 

Enough of lapd. We left that after- 
noon, setting sail under the frown of 
thecastle and headed south across the 


neck of the Gulf of Gukova, leaving 
the great Greek misty hulk of Cos on 
our starboard beam. Although those 
neighbouring nations still wallow in 
“garden fence” disputes over these 
ambiguous waters you can sail front 
one to the other providing you follow 
the proper paperwork procedures and 
fly the right courtesy flag nt the right 
time and place, although on this trip 
our allegiances were exclusively Tur- 
kish. 

This is no democracy, ruled as it is 
by the might of the military. There lire 
grim-faced, tin-hatted, machine-gun 
slinging soldiers all over the place . But 


Turkey is undeniably beautiful, ex- 
tremely friendly on gross roots level 
and very cheap. Paradoxically, it is ,\ 
bit like Greece used to be some 20 
years or so before it began to be 
molested bv hordes of summer pun- 
ters. And, despite their swarthy repu- 
tation. every single Turk wc met 
turned out to he n sweet delight. 

Apart from the intrinsic joys of 
sailing, which is n relatively si might - 
forwnrd affair in these non -tidal, rare- 
ly stormy waters (in summer at IciiM), 


a boat cun lend you to worlds l lint am 
otherwise only he reached with enor- 
mous sticky discomfort at the cud of 
dusty tracks. Cnidus, out fust port of 
call, lay round the tip of the fingci 
peninsular in the unromunticullv 
named Gulf of Doris. We nosed into 
its bay nnd n scone that could have 
barely changed over the centuries, its 
concessions to twentieth century de- 
velopment being limited to four nr five 
buildings, two of them restaurants, 
each with a long, unicnnuc-likc jelly 
reaching out into the waters towards 
us. 

It all seemed like an economics' 
textbook case of perfect competition, 
but Ahmed had seen us coming. By 
the time we noticed him he was 
waiting at the tin of his jetty, the one 
leading to the whitewashed cube with 
“Fishmens Cafe” painted in wonky 
blue letters above a bamboo 
verandah. 

Along the jetty, en route to Fish- 
mens, we could already see the menu. 
Ahmed had gone back to the chore we 
had interrupted, scraping the scales 
off a hefty sea bass. We could have 
ordered tne lobster, the one we could 
plainly see just below the surface of 
the sea, tied to a jetty post by a length 
of blue nylon cord fastened aruundits 
middle, but since it may have been a 
pet we settled on the bass, had it 
weighed and booked it into the oven 
for a couple of hours later. 

Seven thousand people used lo live 
in Cnidus. Today there are 40, 10 of 
them soldiers garrisoned in what looks 
like a tiny cricket club pavilion on an 
English village green. The rest are 
either “fishmen" and their families or 
guardians of the ruins. Cnidus, in 
Roman-Hellenic times, was a massive 
town with two harbours (one civil, 
where we moored, the other military, 
now too silted up to flout anything 
. with. more draught than u beer cun). 


plus u hillside army of temples, an 
amphitheatre, city walls and a dense 
variety of other buildings that were all 
abandoned during a protracted 
drought. The town was later razed by 
an earthquake and, in more recent 
times, ravaged by archaeologists who 
picked the best bits to feather their 
own museums, the British included 
(just wait, oil curators, till a Turkish 
Melina Mercouri lakes issue). 

On this June day, wc were the only 
people on the entire site. There were 
no fences to exclude us. let alone a 
ticket hut, but we did spot one of the 
guardians busy hitting grasshopper 
on the fiend with a wooden suck am 
popping the corpses into a plastic 
container. When he asked us i(« 
would like him lo come along on oar 
historic walkabout wc certainly ow.“ 
only to fathom out the mystery of the 
grasshopper genocide. They were, he 
explained with flapping arms aod 
international gurgling noises, tor me 
partridges.

mosque. Datcha is a two-in-one-town. 
the eastern half being a long, fittingly 
crescent-shapcd, sandy beach with the 
occasional house or restaurant, while 
the wilder west was centred around 
the harbour which, compared with last 
night's port of call, seemed ns lively as 
Brighton or Blackpool. 

And the fleet was in, a dozen or so 
boats belonging to one of the flotilla 
companies, all lined up nose to quay in 
front of several bars and restaurants. 
Since we were the only movement in 
Ac afternoon harbour we got the full 
broadside of stares, each pair of eyes 
waiting for us to mess up our berthing, 
which we didn't.

The truly dangerous clement about 
sailing in these Turkish waters is not 
the risk of storms, running aground, 
mid-Channel collisions or crew 
mutiny but that it soon becomes 
completely addictive.

And when 
the sailing time comes to an end and 
you look at the mnp of Turkey to 
measure all those wonderful, haunting 
hours against space you will have 
barely nibbled at the cheese.

Floating lazily along nil ;i peaceful 
summer day, with the plop ol canoe 
paddles, die son a of birds, and maybe 
the hum of mid-distance form machin- 
ery the only si mnds reaching one's 
eais seems to me to come as close to 
paradise as anything one's likely to 
meet this side bt the grave. 

It is precisely what a canoeing 
holiday on Denmark's River Gudcri 
can offer, nnd it is one « if (he best ways 
of enjoying the green and pleasant 
countryside and its friendly, efficient 
people. 

From vour boat yon ulinnise in- 
numerable half-timbered farmhouses. 
You can eat and drink ashore in 
wonderful (hatched inns. You can 
explore charming villages and towns, 
historic churches, and delightful 
wooded hill country, including' Den- 
mark's highest points. And, to crown 
everything, the trip is extravagantly 
inexpensive. 

Though you provide vour own 
propulsion, ii is not strenuous. At 
least, it need not be unless you are 
obsessive about sightseeing. 

The river is canoe-navigable for 
roughly I0n miles. It flows north in a 
winding line from its source at Timid 
Krat to the sea at Randers. a pleasant 
market town and port. 

For much of that distance the 
stream is fairly nanow. uften flowing 
fast enough to curry you along at a 

f jentle walking pace. Its middle stretch 
lowevor, south of Silkchnrg, the re- 
gion's chief town, consists of a series 
of picturesque lakes flanked by Den- 
mark's highest hills. These reach the 
dizzy height of 5(H) feel above sea 
level. Typical Danish humour has 
resulted in one of them being called 
llimnietbjeriid - The Sky Mountain 
The lakes - naturally - are much 
decpcT than the stream, (.'uiient In 
them is reduced and the water teuls 



much more sluggish than in flic lively I 
river. Given a head wind, it can lake I 
two people's strength to move the 
Canadian dugoui canoe lor waul. But 
an evening feeling n| pleasantly re- 
laxed fatigue, of something attempted 
and something achieved, is not the 
least of the holiday's iovs. 

Silkvborg is the liver's Ueudqiuuaurs. 
and halfway point. The iinrmal holi- 
day lasts eight days, with downstream I 
travel starting either at Ton ing, about 
Iti miles below Tiniiet Krai, or ;ii 
Silkehnrg. 

'I he upstream stretch is more popu- 
lar.

One of the (hutcu's main attrac- 
tions is in fact the opportunities you 
uet to go ashore almost auyvvlieie. 
You can wander through fields ami 
woods or along paths and lanes into 
quiet Jutland villages dose to the 
river. Their old half-timbered bouses, 
white-painted or bngblly-colomed. I 
white churches, and some limes excel- 
lent modem buildings, sue a delight.

Patron 
both of Drake and Raleigh, received 
warm thanks from villagers), it is 
proposed to erect a Hurricane Relief 
Centre in the Solomon Islands. This 
project was suggested by the Interna- 
tional Red Ci oss, and is designed to 
pin vide shelter in emergencies and to 
ensure the supply of stores and 
materials that nre vital in the after- 
math of South Pacific cyclones. 

If Rnleigh is to be a successs, such 
projects as these will require commit- 
ment and expertise at a serious level, 
both from organizers and participants.

it has Hie distinction ot being grand in 
scale and grand in geographical con- 
cept. 

Plans are afoot lo navigate the mill 
dangerous river and cross the occa- 
sional waterless desert, to climb an 
unclimbed peak or two ami to keep 
the dawn watch on a square-rigger as 
she sails down the coast of Coraman- 
dcl.

•■What if it rains?*' I asked. 

“We don't want anv of your nasty 
British weather here,’* Nigel Barrow, 
the Minister of Information and Cul- 
ture. replied, refusing even to eon tem- 
plate the worst. 

But it happened. The Calvpsu timil. 
the highlignl of this year's Crop Ovci 
festival in Barbados", was postponed 
and finally abandoned half way 
through: rain stopped play. 

The remarkable thing was that no 
one rioted, threw bottles or even 
booed. The I2.0CXI spectators in the 
stadium abandoned their wet scats 
and tramped off home through the 
mud and puddles. Recriminations ab- 
out organization and the need for a 
better venue were left lo the press and 
the radio phone-in programmes. 

And throughout the month-long 
festival which culminated in a long 
weekend in July of street processions, 
markets and music, there was no 
trouble. The same goes for Trinidad. 
In the two days before Lent each year, 
it seems (hat half the population of 
Trinidad is squashed into Port of 
Spain, the capital, lo celebrate Car- 
nival.

mind-blowing experience: rum for 
some, illegal substances for utlicrs 
(the air in some streets redolent with 
them), yet there are far fewer prob- 
lems than at a well-policed football 
match back home. Barbados has a 
long way to go before it can match the 
colourful street processions of Trini- 
dad; after all, the latter has been 
practising for at least 100 years, but 
the recently revived summer Crop 
Over festival has its own charm. 

It was once a day's holiday for the 
slaves to mark the end of the sugar 
harvest. After nil unsuccessful 
attempt to restore it in the early l'»70s 
mainly to attract tourists in the leaner 
wnmer months, the government de- 
cided two years ago lo give it a firm 
mm in the community. It has now 
taken off in a big way!

Within two hours' drive is asto- 
nishing variety. To the east, in ver- 
dant mountains, three shrines make , 
convenient stopovers in a day’s ride. 

At the Abbey of Vallumhrosa, the 
poet Milton once stayed, and now, 
in the III or so small hotels in the 
dense beech woods, knowing Ita- 
lians enjoy their long summer 
break. Beyond, the road winds high- 
er until a distinctive crag is visible 
on the horizon, - Monte Penna 
(.3,700 ft). On the side of this 
wooded crest clings the shrine of La 
Verna, where St Francis received 
the stigmata. 

It is first and foremost a holy 
place, and your admiration of the 
view may be accompanied by distant 
monastic chanting. On the steep 
woodland footpath, we somehow 
found ourselves with a group of 
pilgrims, including both students 
and pensioners, who toiled up to the 
chapel at the summit, where their 
Franciscan leader built an altar of 
rough stones and wild flowers to 
celebrate Mass in the evening light, 
as Si Francis had done in the thir- 
teenth century. 

You can complete the circuit of

Signposts will entice you to mean- 
der along lanes to pievi, eleventh or 
twelfth century country churches. 
Villages still hold on to their works 
of art, waiting for the inquisitive to 
enjoy them. I was delighted by the 
fluid lines of a font carved by the 
Della Robbia brothers in the church 
of San Pietro a Sieve. 

Everywhere, the Etruscans, that 
secretive race, have left burial 
chambers. At Colie di Val d’Elsa, 
where old palaces line the street like 
those in Siena, a local archaeologist 
volunteered to conduct us round the 
treasures of the town museum, its 
coses full of black varnished vases 
and tomb jewelry from local digs. 
He showed a map of the district, 
indicating over a score of such sites. 
Volterra is the mecca of etruscolog- 
ists, and its dark stones and chilly 
winds (the town stands at 1,700 ft) 
strike shivering awe, but two good

Cerlnldu. slightly spoilt by the light 
industry on its outskirts, preserves a 
graceful main street lined hy plum- 
eoloured fourteenth century houses, 
in one of which Boccaccio lived in 
his old age. At the end a rest an rant 
serves lunches in a bright garden. 

In fact northern Tuscany includes 
many gems ignored by the tourist 
hordes. On the outskirts of Florence 
itself are two Medici villas. La Pcl- 
raia and Poggio a Cain no, whose 
Renaissance gardens glow with bou- 
gain-villea and hibiscus, and whose 
bosky parks are a delight. The tour- 
ist trail takes in San Gimignano, the 
fortress- village with 13 towers 

crowding its summit. But how many 
tourists have stooped on their way 
to Pisa, to admire the superb 
romanesque churches of Lucca. Art- 
lovers should not dare to miss (but 
they often do) the Puolo della Fran- 
cesca frescoes in Arezzo and in Bor- 
en Sansepolcro, where Aldous Hux- 
ley thought that to sec the Resit rrc- 
zione was to enjoy a religious ex- 
perience. 

From these places we moved 
south into Chiantigiana, partly oak 
forest, partly the most opulent land 
in Italy.

This year and next Czechoslovakia remembers three of her most 
famous men. By Leslie Gardiner 


TTiis year and next Bohemia, the 
western half of Czechoslovakia, lands 
heavily in the calendar of world cente- 
naries: 1883, birth of Franz Kafka and 
Jaroslav Hasek; 1884, dentil of Bed- 
rich Smetana. Tourists in and around 
Prague are finding it hard to avoid the 
commemorations, symposia and 
memorial exhibitions. 

No reason why wc should avoid 
them. The celebratory trails lead to 
interesting places. The celebrities 
illuminate the old rusty capital of the 
Bohemian kings and their provinces. 

We’re told that Kafka is a non- 
person in Eastern Europe, that men- 
tion of his name is greeted with a 
discouraging frown. My guide Miros- 


uud friend of Kafka”). Miroslava, who 
hns read Kafka at school, indicates the 
noisy EH Berlin- Vienna hiuhway 
which leaps over Olsany on concrete 
stilts and she quotes From the last 
sentence of The Judgment-.

“Proud castles rear up” - that is true 
of the Vltava's middle course, which 
matches that of the Loire for the 
chateaux which cling to it. But country 
dancers are no longer around.

lor the souvenir market. Then there 
are more reservoirs and excursion 
steamers and then you come to Prague 
uf the seven hills and seven bridges, 
under which the river pmcccds 
sedately, uttering at each weir a 
mournful tinkle for its lost youth. 

On the right hank, under Charles 
Bridge, are the Smetana quay and n 
fine little museum whose soft-footed, 
gently-smiling curator talks of Smeta- 
nn (“our poor Bedrieh") as (hough lie 
died last week. On the left is the 
National Theatre, closed since 1977 
for regild ing. to he opened again on 
November 18, 19K3. The opening 
work will be Sine tuna's must serious 
opera, Lihuse, the work which inau- 
gurated the same theatre lit; years 
agu. 

On the hill stands the old city's 
lunatic asylum, where Smetana sat 
writing interminable letters to dead 
composers. Below is Old Town 
Square, where his cortege on May 12. 

1 884 assembled “in a cloud of smoking 
torches". (The National Theatre was 
draped in black crepe.) Next May 
there will be explosions of centemiry 
fervour al all these places and on the 
twelfth, as always, (he Prague Spring 
festival will begin with a performance 
of Ma Vlast. 

Below Prague the Vltava is the 
Labe and, once across the border, the 
Elbe. Along the accompanying road 
(the Prague-Dresdcn highway) we arc 
still on the cclehrity trail.

que which Goethe called the stone 
jewels in the crown ot the world - a 
calf slipped its halter and Antonin 
Dvorak (his birth centenary is lung 
past) wrestled with it in a ditch nnd 
came out so dirty and disgusted that he 
vowed to be a butcher's hoy no longer. 

The last landmark on this trail is the 
monument to Ulrika von Lcvetzow at 
Luvusicc (formerly Level /uw) close 
to the East German frontier. At 
Goethe's favourite resort, Carlsbad 
(now Karlovy Vary), he and this 
Bohemian girl fell in love. He was 72, 
she was 17 and the romance lasted 
three years until parental opposition 
triumphed; and Ulrika returned 
home. She died there in 190(1, aged 90. 
unmarried . unwilling to accept the 
love of lesser men.
